Senior  Palestinian  Police  offi¬ 
cials  in  Gaza  asked  that  they  not 
be  pressured  to  make  a  statement 
in  response  to  the  kidnapping. 

“Our  job  is  to  investigate,  not 
make  statements,"  said  a  senior 
officer  in  the  bureau  of  police 
chief  Gen.  Nasr  Yousef.  “Give  us 
a  chance  to  do  something.  If  we 
catch  the  people  responsible  then 
we  will  make  a  statement.” 

Nahshon  Wachsman  last  seen 
on  Sunday  afternoon.  He  had  set 
out  in  uniform  from  his  army  base 
near  Tel  Aviv  that  day,  carrying 
his  M-16  and  a  bag  with  civilian 
clothes.  He  was  dropped  by  a 
friend  at  the  Bnei  Atarot  junction, 
near  Ben-Gurion  Airport.

Wachsman 
said  there  was  no  answer  at  her 
home,  so  they  called  the  army. 

An  organized  search  for  Nah¬ 
shon,  focusing  on  the  Bnei  Atarot 
junction,  did  not  start  until  this 
morning. 

Last  night,  the  search  was  called 
off.  A  senior  police  officer  said 
last  night  that  police  were  waiting 
for  government  instructions  re¬ 
garding  what  to  do  next. 

Wachsman’s  mother  Esther  told 
The  Jerusalem  Post  last  night  she 
wants  the  government  to  do  every¬ 
thing  in  its  power  to  secure  her 
son’s  release.

THE  two  TZe'elim-2  defendants.

Court  adopted  the  ruling  of  Judge 
Advocate-General  .Brig.-Gen. 
□an  ScfaifF,  who  determined  that 
Maj  .-Gen.  Uri  Saguy  and  Maj.- 
Gen.  Amiram  Levine  were  not  le¬ 
gally  responsible  for  the  mishap. 

“We  received  no  evidence  of 
any  negligence  on  the  part  of  Sa¬ 
guy  which  would  point  to  his  li¬ 
ability  for  the  accident,”  the 
judges  said  in  their  decision. 

They  ruled  that,  other  than  the 
accused,  no  others  were  liable  for 
the  training  accident,  in  which  a 
missile  was  misfired,  killing  five 
soldiers  and  wounding  six. 

Regarding  the  defendants,  the 
judges  said:  “These  are  officers 
who  have  a  heavy  daily  responsi¬ 
bility.  a  responsibility  which  is  as 
great  as  that  of  officers  of  higher 
rank.  These  officers  are  both  cou¬ 
rageous  and  talented.” 

However,  the  judges  said  they 
could  not  find  criminal  responsi¬ 
bility  among  more  senior  officers. 


In  their  77-page  ruling,  the 
judges  also  related  to  Chief  of 
Staff  Lt. -Gen.  Ehud  Barak’s  deci¬ 
sion  to  appoint  Levine  to' direct 
the  operation,  despite  the  fact  be 
was  not  the  commander  of  the 
unit.  '“This  decision  created  a  situ¬ 
ation  in  which  the  control  mecha¬ 
nism  and  coordination  differed 
from  that  of  the  command  struc¬ 
ture,”  they  wrote. 

One  of  the  judges,  writing  a  mi¬ 
nority  opinion,  said  Barak  should 
have  set  a  formal  and  obligatory 
definition  of  the  chain  of  com¬ 
mand.  However,  most  of  the 
judges  did  not  find  any  fault  on 
the  part  of  Barak. 

The  dissenting  judge  also  did 
nor  find  any  direct  or  indirect  con¬ 
nection  between  the  deds  ion¬ 
making  process  and  the  accident. 

The  court  determined  that  the 
defendants  had  made  critical  er¬ 
rors  in  marking  the  target  and  that 
their  planning  and  operation  was 
defidenr  “in  several  simple,  but 
critical  aspects.”  The  aeddent 
would  not  have  occurred  if  the 
planning  had  been  correct,  the 
court  ruled.

ONE  of  the  Kalashnikov  assault  rifles 
used  in  the  attack  in  downtown  Jeru¬ 
salem  Sunday  night  belongs  to  the 
Palestinian  Police,  Prime  Minister 
Yitzhak  Rabin  reportedly  told  the 
Knesset  Foreign  Affairs  and  Defense 
Committee  yesterday. 

In  a  briefing  for  reporters  after  the 
meeting,  a  participant  cited  Rabin  as 
saying  Israel  knows  that  the  Kalash¬ 
nikov  used  by  Issam  Jawhari  origi¬ 
nally  belonged  to  the  Palestinian  Po¬ 
lice.  When  Palestinian  troops  entered 
Gaza  and  Jericho  this  summer,  they 
were  required  to  register  their  weap¬ 
ons  with  the  Israeli  authorities. 

However,  the  prime  minister  said 
be  did  not  know  if  Jawhari ’s  assault 
rifle  was  stolen  from  the  Palestinian 
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Police  or  had  been  provided  to  him  by 
them. 

Police  Minister  Moshe  Shahal  told 
the  Knesset  Interior  Committee  that 
investigators  have  yet  to  determine 
whether  Jawhari  had  served  in  the 
Palestinian  Police. 

Interior  Committee  Chairman  Ye- 
boshua  Matza  (Likud)  charged  that 
Shahal  failed  to  “put  together  1  and 
1,”  and  admit  that  if  the  weapon  was 
from  the  Palestinian  Police  force  then 
Jawhari  must  have  been  a  Palestinian 
policeman. 

Shahal  rejected  Matza's  conclu¬ 
sion,  saying  if  it  was  known  that 
Jawhari  was  a  Palestinian  policeman 


he  would  not  withhold  that  fact  from 
the  public: 

Jawhari  entered  Gaza  from  Egypt 
on  a  one-month  tourist  visa  this  July. 

Also  yesterday,  Jerusalem  police 
said  it  appeared,  although  it  was  not 
certain,  the  two  victims  of  the  attack 
were  not  killed  by  friendly  fire. 

The  police  spokesman  said  that  it 
would  never  be  known  for  certain 
who  killed  them,  because  the  families 
of  both  victims  asked  that  autopsies 
not  be  performed.

One  of  the  victims,  Samir  Mu- 
grabi,  35,  from  Kafr  Akab  in  north¬ 
ern,  Jerusalem  is  to  be  buried  this 
afternoon.  Ma’ayan  Levy,  19,  of  Ma¬ 
sha*  Beit  Zayit,  an  off-duty  soldier 
also  killed  in  the  attack,  was  buried 
Monday. 

Meanwhile,  Shahal  and  Mayor 
Ehud  Olmert  agreed  yesterday  to 
form  a  joint  raamcipality-police  com¬ 
mittee  to  recommend  measures  to  im¬ 
prove  security  in  the  capital.

Rabin:  Damascus  pledges  quiet  on 
northern  border  after  peace  accord 


SYRIA  has  promised  Israel  it  would 
organize  an  IsraeL-Lebanon  peace  - 
including  a  quiet  northern  border  - 
once  Jerusalem  concludes  a  deal  with 
Damascus,  Prime  Minister  Yitzhak 
Rabin  reportedly  told  the  Knesset 
Foreign  Affairs  and  Defense  Com¬ 
mittee  yesterday. 

At  a  briefing  for  reporters  after  the 
meeting,  a  participant  quoted  Rabin 
as  saying,  '‘the  Syrians  told  us:  ‘If 
yon  reach  agreement  with  us,  we’ll 
take  care  of  an  agreement  with  Leba¬ 
non  and  end  the  terror”  in  southern 
Lebanon.  However,  Rabin  insisted 
that  all  negotiations  with  Syria  are 
purely  bilateral  and  do  not  touch  on 
Lebanon. 

In  an  interview  with  Channel  One 
last  week,  Syrian  Foreign  Minister 
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Farouk  Share  made  clear  that  he  be¬ 
lieves  a  Lebanon-Israel  peace  would 
follow  an  Israel-Syria  peace. 

However,  Rabin  was  less  explicit 
when  asked  yesterday  if  Syria  would 
expel  10  Palestinian  rejectionist 
groups  based  in  Damascus  as  pan  of 
any  peace  deal  with  Israel. 

Rabin  refused  to  comment  when 
repeatedly  pressed  by  parliamentari¬ 
ans  to  confirm  or  deny  the  authentic¬ 
ity  of  an  IDF  map  published  last 
week.  The  map  was  reportedly  used 
last  spring  to  recommend  withdrawal 
from  most  of  the  Golan  plateau,  in¬ 
cluding  most  settlements,  in  retain 
for  peace. 


Rabin  claimed,  however,  that  there 
has  been  “no  discussion"  with  Syria 
on  security  arrangements  in  any  Go¬ 
lan  deal.  The  statement  seemed  in¬ 
credulous,  since  Secretary  of  Stale 
Warren  Christopher  -  who  has  been 
shuttling  messages  between  Rabin 
and  Syrian  President  Hafez  Assad  - 
has  always  said  during  his  visits  here 
that  his  discussions  with  Rabin  in¬ 
clude  all  aspects  of  an  Israeli-Syrian 
peace,  including  security 
arrangements,

Israel  suspends  talks  in  Cairo

ISRAEL  suspended  talks  with  the 
PLO  in  Cairo  yesterday  over  Pales¬ 
tinian  elections  following  Nahshon 
Wachsman ’s  kidnapping  by  Hamas, 
Israel  Radio  said. 

Neither  Israeli  nor  PLO  officials 
were  immediately  available  for  com¬ 
ment  on  tiie  report 

Earlier,  the  Israeli  and  Palestinian 
negotiators  took  a  break  from  the 
talks  after  their  morning  session  in 
order  to  hold  separate  meetings  with¬ 
in  their  own  delegations.

Man  killed  by  mistake

ARYE  Houri,  the  Netivot  man  killed 
mistakenly  by  undercover  troops 
Monday  night  near  Dahariya,  was 
buried  Iasi  night  after  relatives  fought 
a  Military  Police  request  to  have  an 
autopsy  performed  on  the  d*r«>«>d_ 

Houri,  34,  was  shot  in  tire  head  and 
mortally  wounded  as  his  car  ap¬ 
proached  a  roadblock  on  an  reniatpfl 
road  near  Hebron.  Military  sources 
said  the  soldier  who  shot  him  thought 
he  was  about  to  be  run  over. 

Houri  was  rushed  by  IDF  helicop¬ 
ter  to  Jerusalem's  Hadassah-U niver- 
sity  Hospital  in  Em  Kerem,  where  he 
died  of  his  wounds  shortly  afterward. 
The  hospital  then  transferred  bis  body 
to  the  Institute  of  Forensic  Medicine 
at  Abu  Kabir  to  await  an  autopsy. 

The  Houri  family,  which  is  reli¬ 
giously  observant,  strenuously  op¬ 
posed  the  aniopsy  as  unnecessary. 
Family  members  asked  Rabbi  Nahum 
Kook  of  Ramat  Gan  to  represent  them

at  a  hearing  which  took  place  late  last 
night. 

The  hearing  was  held  at  tire  Ramat 
HasharoB  police  station  by  Herzliya 
Magistrate’s  Court  Judge  MichaJ 
Sharir,  who  denied  the  police  request 
for  an  autopsy. 

The  family  had  insisted  Houri  be 
buried  last  night.  It  had  announced 
that  even  if  permission  for  the  burial 
were  granted  extremely  late,  the'  fu¬ 
neral  would  take  place  “even  in  the 
middle  of  tbe  night-” 

“Why  did  the  soldiers  shoot  him 
and  not  the  wheels  of  his  car?”  asked 
one  of  his  sisters  a!  the  family  home 
in  Netivot  “Was  he  a  terrorist?” 

Family  members  scorned  rumors 
that  Houri  had  dealt  in  stolen  cars  and 
bad  tried  to  run  over  a  soldier  at  the 
roadblock. 

“Aiye  didn’t  steal  care,”  one  rela¬ 
tive  sard.  “He  worked  honestly  as  a 


mechanic.  Why  did  they  have  to 
shoot  him  like  a  terrorist?” 

Another  relative  said  he  was  dis¬ 
gusted  by  tbe  story  of  a  stolen  car, 
which  had  already  been  refilled  by  the 
police.  He  noted  that  the  family  had 
been  informed  yesterday  by  local  po¬ 
lice,  following  a  report  by  Jerusalem 
police,  that  Houri  had  been  driving  a 
car  purchased  on  Sunday  in  Rishon 
Lerion  by  a  resident  of  Kiryat  Aiba. 

Houri,  a  bachelor,  was  bom  on 
Moshav  Beit  Hagedi,  the  eleventh 
child  of  a  rabbinical  family  from  Tu¬ 
nisia.  A  former  yesbiva  student,  he 
made  bis  living  for  the  past  JO  years 
operating  a  garage  in  Netivot. 

Several  months  ago  be  moved  in 
with  an  aunt  in  Kiryat  Arba,  where  he 
worked  as  a  mechanic  in  one  of  the 
local  garages.  As  part  of  his  work,  he 
would  often  chive  residents’  cars  to 
garages  in  Tel  Aviv  and  to  licensing 
offices.

IDF  removed 
outpost

BEIT  EL  settlement  leaders  said  yes¬ 
terday  that  the  IDF  had  removed  an 
outpost  an  tbe  Ramallah  road  in  Al- 
Bira  that  provided  security  for  motor¬ 
ists  driving  to  and  from  settlements  in 
Samaria. 

According  to  Yossi  Kaufman,  the 
secretary  of  Bet  El  Bet,  the  outpost 
was  set  up  near  the  site  of  the  murder 
of  Zvi  Klein  three  years  ago. 

Kaufman  said  the  outpost  gave  the 
residents  of  settlements  in  the  region 
a  degree  of  security  when  driving  on 
that  road.  Tbe  IDF  is  continuing  pa¬ 
trols  on  the  road,  but  these  too  have 
been  reduced  recently,  he  added. 

The  IDF  Spokesman’s  office 
'  would  not"  comment  on  the  matter, 
,  saying  thece;  is^  tong-standing,polky 
agpinst  discussing  troop  movements. 

Kaufman  said  that  during  a  meet¬ 
ing  yesterday  with  a  senior  IDF  offi¬ 
cer  from  (he  Beit  El  area,  he  was  told 
that  the  outpost  was  taken  down  oa 
Monday  because  it  was  positioned  in 
an  Arab  home,  and  that  tbe  home  was 
to  be  returned  to  its  owner.  According 
to  Kanfnum,  tbe  officer  said  there  is 
no  intention  of  repositioning  the  out¬ 
post  elsewhere. 

Kaufman  said  that  if  the  anny  re¬ 
duces  its  forces,  the  “residents  re¬ 
serve  the  right  to  protect 
themselves.” 

In  a  related  matter,  settlement  lead¬ 
ers  in  the  Jordan  Valley  sent  a  letter 
to  Prime  Minister  Rabin  demanding 
that  construction  of  the  long-delayed 
Jericho  bypass  road  be  hastened. 

Despite  assurances  that  the  road 
would  be  paved  quickly,  “the  oppo¬ 
site  is  true,”  the  letter  read.  “In  the 
best  circumstances  it  is  being  paved 
in  slow  motion,  and  in  tbe  worst  case 
work  is  not  being  done  at  alL” 

According  to  the  letter,  the  bypass 
road  is  needed  now  more  than  ever 
because  of  an  increase  of  stoning 
incidents  on  Route  90  through  Jeri¬ 
cho,  the  periodic  placement  of  Pales¬ 
tinian  roadblocks  on  fear  road,  and 
the  arrival  in  Jericho  over  tbe  last  few 
months  of  a  large  number  of  released 
Palestinian  prisoners. 

The  situation  on  the  bypass  road  - 
which  now  is  a  narrow,  often  un¬ 
paved  road  that  runs  along  tbe  securi¬ 
ty  fence  with  Jordan  -  will  become 
even  worse  with  the  winter  rains,  the 
settlement  leaders  wrote.  “We  are 
talking  about  tbe  saving  of  lives,” 
they  said,  “and  there  is  an  urgent 
obligation  to  finish  the  road.” 

Jerusalem  woman  shot 
by  husband  dies

Edri  is  charged  with  stealing 
IDF  explosives,  conducting  illegal 
weapons  training,  and  conduct  un¬ 
becoming  an  officer. 

At  one  point,  witness  Ya’aoov 
Ben-David  blatantly  lied  to  the 
court.  Defense  attorney  Zion 
Amir  asked  him  to  read  wha t  was 
written  on  a  box  of  matches.  Ben- 
David,  a  converted  Moslem,  at 
first  claimed  he  could  not  read  He¬ 
brew,  then  said  he  could  not  see 
the  writing  dearly;  but  be  finally 
demonstrated  that  be  could  read 
the  writing  fluently. 

Ben-David  had  been  brought  to 


the  Jaffa  Military  Court  in  leg  re¬ 
straints,  accompanied  by  two  po¬ 
licemen,  after  be  had  resisted  com¬ 
ing  to  testify. 

Military  prosecutor  Ix-CoL  Avi 
Levy  had  asked  court  president 
Col.  Mordechai  Peled  to  hear 
Ben-David's  testimony  behind 
dosed  doors,  saying  Ben-David’s 
life  had  been  threatened.  Peled 
refused  tbe  request 

During  the  hearing,  it  emerged 
feat  Ben-David,  who  has  known 
Edri  for  several  years,  would  often 
aslr  Edri  for  bullets  «nd  magazines 
for  his  personal  weapon,  but  that 
Edri  always  refused. 

According  to  Ben-David,  three- 
and-a-half  years  ago  he  had  no¬ 
ticed  a  block  of  plastic  explosive  in 
Edri's  home,  and  asked  to  take  it 
“so  that  Oren  shouldn't  get  into 
tronble.”  Edri  reluctantly  gave  it 


to  him,  and  Ben-David  said  be 
threw  it  down  a  Kiryat  Arba 
sewer. 

But  Amir  claimed  that  Ben-Da¬ 
vid  only  discovered  the  nature  of 
the  block  during  the  investigation. 
Amir  also  pointed  out  several  con¬ 
tradictions  between  Ben-David's 
testimony  in  court  and  his  state¬ 
ments  to  police. 

Meanwhile,  the  Jerusalem  Dis¬ 
trict  Court  yesterday  put  off  a  de¬ 
cision  on  whether  to  extend  the 
remand  of  Eitan  and  Yehoyada 
Kabalani,  suspected  members  of 
an  alleged  Jewish  terror  under¬ 
ground,  until  the  end  of  legal  pro¬ 
ceedings. 

The  two  were  charged  last  week 
wife  attempted  murder,  conspira¬ 
cy  to  murder,  and  illegal  posses- 
sion  of  weapons.  ^ 


Leket:  Argentinian  Jews  shy 
away  from  communal  activity 


THE  somber  of  Jews  participating  in 
community  activities  in  Argentina 
has  dropped  by  15  percent  since  tbe 
July  bomb  blast  at  the  Jewish  com¬ 
munity  center  in  Buenos  Aires,  Jew¬ 
ish  Agency  Acting  Chairman  Yehiel 
Leket  said  yesterday. 

'"  -There  is  also  a  serious  danger  to 
the  Jewish  school  system  as  a  similar 
percentage  of  children  is  expected  to 
drop  out  in  the  coming  academic 
year,  which  starts  in  March,  Leket 
added. 

He  said  there  were  currently 
25,000  children  studying  in  the  Jew- 
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ish  day  school  system  and  that  a  large 
number  of  drop-outs  could  cause  tbe 
entire  network  to  collapse  financially. 

Several  activities  at  the  community 
centers  were  no  longer  functioning 
and  some  of  them  were  threatened 
with  closure,  be  reported. 

“The  Jews  in  Buenos  Aires  are  in  a 
state  of  fear  and  confusion,”  Leket, 
who  recently  visited  there,  told  The 
Jerusalem  Post  “Before  die  blast 
there  were  severe  economic  problems 
and  an  underlying  anxiety  about  se¬ 


curity  which  were  exposed  in  the 
wake  of  the  tragedy.” 

He  said  some  $4-6  million  would 
be  sent  to  the  community  by  the  agen¬ 
cy  —  in  cooperation  with  Keren  Haye- 
sod,  tiie  American  Jewish  Joint  Dis¬ 
tribution  Committee  and  the  World 
Jewish  Congress  — .  in  aa  attempt  to 
strengthen  communal  and  education¬ 
al  activities. 

Scholarships  would  be  offered  to 
needy  children  and  youth  would  be 
given  the  opportunity  of  coming  to 
camps  in  Israel  during  their  summer 
vacations  which  wiO  start  shortly.

Bosnian  Serbs 
threaten 
to  evict 
UN  troops 

Last  21  Moslems  expelled 
from  village  east  of  Sarajevo

BOSNIAN  Serbs  threatened  yes¬ 
terday  to  evict  UN  troops  from 
their  territory  in  a  challenge  which 
could  cripple  the  sorely  needed 
United  Nations  aid  and  peace¬ 
keeping  operations  in  Bosnia. 

Bosnian  Serb  President  Rado¬ 
van  Karadzic  made  the  threat  to 
the  Belgrade  daily  Barba  follow¬ 
ing  a  chill  in  relations  with  the  UN 
since  a  NATO  air  strike,  a  Mos¬ 
lem  attack  which  left  20  Serbs 
dead  and  the  imposition  of  a  Yu¬ 
goslav  military  embargo. 

The  move  would  cripple  UN  aid 
and  peacekeeping  operations  in 
support  of  Moslem  communities 
surrounded  in  the  70  per  cent  of 
Bosnian  territory  under  Serb  mili¬ 
tary  control. 

Karadzic,  under  international 
pressure  as  a  result  of  the  Serbs' 
rejection  of  a  Big  Power  peace 
plan,  accused  the  UN  and  its 
peacekeeping  force  in  Bosnia  of  a 
pro-Moslem  bias. 

“We  are  now  even  firmer  in  our 
conviction  that  UNPROFOR  must 
leave.  It  has  protected  the  Moslems 
from  total  defeat.  Our  highest  fo¬ 
rums  will  soon  hold  a  session  at 
which  the  final  decision  will  be  tak¬ 
en  on  an  eventual  withdrawal." 

The  Bosnian  Serb  threat  could 
turn  the  current  turmoil  in  UN  aid 
activities  into  a  catastrophe  with 
winter  closing  in  on  besieged  Mos¬ 
lem  communities  by  halting  ail 
road  convoys. 

It  would  provoke  a  confrontation 
with  the  UN  over  the  enforcement 
of  the  peacekeepers'  mandate  to 
protect  Moslem  safe  havens  which 


the  Serbs  have  besieged  throughout 
the  30-month  war  in  the  former 
Yugoslav  republic. 

UN  sources  said  Karadzic  could 
be  restrained  from  a  total  ban  on 
UNPROFOR  by  the  need  for  UN 
help  to  feed  his  own  civilians. 

The  Bosnian  Serbs  are  virtually 
friendless  since  Serbian  President 
Slobodan  cut  off  supplies  of  fuel, 
weapons  and  ammunition  when 
they  spumed  the  peace  plan. 

But  they  are  still  the  military 
masters  in  Bosnia  and  the  UN 
does  not  tackle  them  head  on. 

Serbs  also  blamed  the  UN  for 
the  commando  raid  by  Moslems 
near  the  Sarajevo  demilitarized 
zone  in  which  16  soldiers  and  four 
woman  nurses  were  killed  last 
week. 

In  further  defiance  of  the  world, 
the  Serbs  also  expelled  the  last  21 
Moslems  from  a  village  east  of 
Sarajevo,  continuing  a  program  of 
“ethnic  cleansing"  condemned  by 
the  international  community  and 
explicitly  by  the  UN  Security 
Council. 

The  Moslems  from  the  village  of 
Borati,  near  the  town  of  Rogatica. 
were  forced  out  of  their  homes  at 
short  notice  on  Monday  evening, 
bused  60  kilometers  to  Sarajevo 
and  ordered  to  cross  the  “Bridge 
of  Brotherhood  and  Unity"  into 
the  Bosnian  government  sector  of 
the  city. 

“We  believe  that  in  that  village 
there  are  no  more  Moslems."  said 
Kris  Janowski.  spokesman  in  Sa¬ 
rajevo  for  the  UN  High  Commis¬ 
sioner  for  Refugees.

PORT-AU-PRINCE,  Haiti  (AP)

and  his  right-hand  man  will  be 
heading  together  into  exile,  a  US 
Embassy  spokesman  said  yester¬ 
day.  Haitian  military  sources  said 
a  likely  destination  was  Panama. 

Ministers  loyal  to  exiled  Presi¬ 
dent  Jean-Bertrand  Aristide, 
meanwhile,  prepared  to  take 
charge  of  their  offices  yesterday 
now  that  the  military  ruler,  Lt. 
Gen.  Raoul  Cedras,  has  resigned 
and  promised  to  leave  the 
country. 

Shipments  of  gas  and  diesel  oil 
were  on  their  way  to  Haiti, 
meanwhile,  the  first  sent  by  in¬ 


ternational  oil  companies  since 
December.  The  world’s  trade 
embargo  on  Haiti  ends  after  Ar¬ 
istide’s  homecoming,  scheduled 
for  Saturday. 

Cedras'  resignation  Monday 
cleared  “the  field  for  the  real 
work  of  reconciliation.”  said 
Aristide  spokesman  Jean-CIaude 
Martineau. 

Aristide  supporters  also  de¬ 
manded  the  resignation  of  Presi¬ 
dent  Emile  Jonassaini.  installed 
by  the  army  in  May. 

“We  can  cow  roll  up  our 
sleeves  and  begin  to  rebuild  de¬ 
mocracy  in  the  spirit  of  reconcili¬ 
ation,"  Aristide's  commerce 


minister,  Louis  Dejoie  II.  said  in 
an  interview. 

With  Cedras*  resignation,  Hai¬ 
ti's  military  met  the  terms  of  the 
agreement  former  President  Car¬ 
ter  concluded  last  month  as  US 
warplanes  were  in  the  air,  ready 
to  launch  an  invasion. 

Cedras  is  about  to  go  into  ex¬ 
ile;  so  too  is  Brig. -Gen.  Philippe 
Biamby,  who  resigned  Saturday. 
Port-au-Prince  police  chief  Mi¬ 
chel  Francois,  architect  of  the 
September  1991  coup  that  over¬ 
threw  Aristide,  fled  last  week  to 
the  neighboring  Dominican 
Republic. 

The  agreement  did  not  require 


the  coup  leaders  to  leave  Haiti, 
but  the  United  States  has  been 
urging  them  to  do  so.  US  Embas¬ 
sy  spokesman  Stanley  Schrager 
said  yesterday  that  Cedras  and 
Biamby  would  be  leaving  Haiti 
together,  but  he  said  he  did  not 
know  when  or  to  where. 

Haitian  military  sources,  speak¬ 
ing  on  condition  of  anonymity, 
said  negotiations  were  under  way 
for  Cedras  and  Biamby  to  go  to 
Panama.  The  new  Panamanian 
government  is  seen  as  eager  to 
please  Washington  in  helping  re¬ 
solve  the  Haitian  crisis. 

On  Monday.  Venezuela  said  it 
would  not  let  Cedras  in.  . 


Twelve 
die  in  * 
Pakistan 
strike 
unrest 

ISLAMABAD  (Reuter)  - 
Twelve  people  were  tailed,  over 
30  wounded  and  hundreds  arrest¬ 
ed  in  Pakistan  yesterday  in  un¬ 
rest  provoked  by  a  partly-ob¬ 
served  opposition  strike  aimed  at 
toppling  Prime  Minister  Benazir 
..Bhutto,  officials  said. 

Both  sides  claimed  victory  in 
what  was  the  latest  round  of  a 
bitter  trial  of  strength  between 
Bhutto  and  opposition  leader 
Nawaz  Sharif,  who  accuse  each 
other  of  being  corrupt,  incompe¬ 
tent  and  dangerous  to  the  nation¬ 
al  interest. 

Sharif  said  the  stoppage  h3d 
been  a  success.  "The  govern¬ 
ment  has  reacted  madly,  if  has 
lost  its  senses,"  be  told  Reuters 
.  at  his  -Lahore  home,  which  was  . 
ringed  by  hundreds  of  police. 
“Tltey  have  arrested  thousands 
of  our  people/’ 

But  a  government  spokesman 
said  the  strike  mounted  by  Sha¬ 
rif  s  Pakistan  Moslem  League 
(PML).  had  littie  impact. 

■  “If  the  objective  was  to  bring 
everything  to  a  halt  and  bring 
down  the  government,  that  has 
failed,"  Information  Secretary 
Hussein  Haqqani  said.  “If  the 
objective  was  a  massive  show  of 
public  support,  that  has  failed 
too.'1  .

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Lamont  stuns  Conservative  conference  with  Europe  remarks 


BOURNEMOUTH.  England 
(Reuter)  -  Bitter  divisions  within 
Britain's  ruling  Conservative  Par¬ 
ty  burst  into  the  open  yesterday 
with  a  fierce  onslaught  by  right¬ 
wingers  on  Prime  Minister  John 
Major's  policy  towards  Europe. 

Norman  Lamont,  sacked  as 
chancellor  in  May  1993,  stunned 
conservatives  on  the  first  day  of 
their  annual  conference  by  saying 


Britain  was  losing  the  fight  against 
closer  integration  and  might  one 
day  have  to  pull  out  of  the  Euro¬ 
pean  Union. 

Lamont's  attack  capped  a 
fraught  day  for  Major  whose  par¬ 
ty,  in  power  since  1979,  is  stuck 
more  than  20  points  behind  a  re¬ 
vived  Labor  party  in  opinion  polls. 

The  four-day  gathering  began 
under  a  cloud  of  allegations  of  in¬ 


fluence-peddling  leveled  against 
Margaret  Thatcher's  son,  Mark, 
in  connection  with  a  huge  arms 
deal  his  mother  signed  with  Saudi 
Arabia  when  she'was  prime  minis¬ 
ter  in  the  mid-1980s. 

Lady  Thatcher,  upset  by  the 
controversy,  looked  pale  and 
drawn  when  she  took  her  place  on 
the  podium  to  muted  applause 


from  delegates  who  once  cheered 
her  every  word  to  the  rafters. 

Party  Chairman  Jeremy  Hanley 
tried  to  rally  the  troops  but  bis 
speech,  promising  a  political  re¬ 
vival  that  would  sweep  the  Con¬ 
servatives  to  a  fifth  consecutive 
election  victory,  was  worthy  rath¬ 
er  than  inspiring. 

But  it  was  Lamont,  unreserved- 
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ly  bitter  towards  Major  ever  since 
his  sacking,  who  provided  the 
main  talking  point. 

With  momentum  gathering  for 
a  single  European  currency  that 
could  lead  to  a  European  super¬ 
state.  Lamont  told  a  meeting  on 
the  fringe  of  the  conference  that 
anti-federalist  Britain  was  on  a 
collision  course  with  its  partners.

STOCKHOLM  (Reuter)  -  Two 
Americans  and  a  German  won  the 
1994  Nobel  Economics  Prize  yes¬ 
terday  for  developing  a  wide-rang¬ 
ing  economic  theory  based  on 
games  like  chess  or  poker. 

Game  theory  and  the  refine¬ 
ments  polished  by  this  year's  win¬ 
ners  can  be  used  by  central  banks 
to  set  credible  monetary  policy,  by 
politicians  to  choose  platforms  to 
gamer  votes  c*r  by  biologists  to 
understand  animal  behavior. 

The  Royal  Swedish  Academy  of 
Sciences  awarded  Americans  John 
Harsanyi  and  John  Nash  and  Ger¬ 
man  Reinhard  Selten  the  presti¬ 
gious  prize  worth  seven  million 
crowns  (almost  $1  million)  for  re¬ 


fining  game  theory,  discovered  50 
years  ago. 

“You  understand  much  better 
why  people  make  certain  deci¬ 
sions  in  certain  situations.  It 
makes  it  easier  to  understand  a  lot 
of  strategic  situations,"  said  Sel¬ 
ten,  64,  who  teaches  economics  at 
the  University  of  Bonn. 

Asked  what  he  would  do  with 
his  share  of  the  prize  money,  he 
said  there  had  been  no  rime  to 
make  plans.  “But  as  an  economist 
I  know  how  to  handle  money."  he 
quipped. 

Retired  economics  professor 
Harsanyi,  bom  in  Hungary  but 
now  a  US  citizen,  told  Reuters  by 
telephone  from  his  home  in 
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Berkeley,  California,  that  the 
award  marked  the  first  official  rec¬ 
ognition  of  game  theory  by  the 
Nobel  committee. 

Game  theory  is  the  opposite  of 
old-fashioned  mathematics,  which 
assumes  there  are  such  a  large 
number  of  factors  in  the  decision¬ 
making  process  that  each  of  them 
can  disregard  the  reactions  of 
others. 

Four  out  of  five  1994  winners  so 
far  have  been  Americans,  con¬ 
firming  a  growing  trend  of  Nobel 
prizes  being  awarded  to  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States.  Twenty-three  of  37  eco¬ 
nomics  prize  winners  have  been 
Americans  since  it  was  first  award¬ 
ed  in  1969. 

Austrian 
conservatives 
reject  deal 
with  far  right 

VIENNA  (Reuter)-  Austria’s  con¬ 
servative  People’s  Party  quickly  re¬ 
jected  an  offer  from  far-right  leader 
Joerg  Haider  yesterday  to  help  it 
form  a  minority  government. 

People’s  Party  leader  Erhard  Bu- 
sek,  asserting  his  authority  in  die 
face  of  an  apparent  split  in  People’s 
Party  ranks,  stud  an  alliance  with 
Haider  was  not  on  the  earth. 

“Haider's  offer  has  no  attraction 
for  us,  it  is  mere  scheming,”  Busek 
told  reporters  after  a  crucial  meet¬ 
ing  of  his  party  executive. 

“In  today’s  meeting  Haider  was 
not  a  subject  for  anybody,”  he 
added. 

Busek  resigned  as  rice-chancel¬ 
lor  of  Austria  yesterday  along  with 
the  rest  of  the  Social  Democrat- 
People’s  Party  coalition  govern¬ 
ment  of  Chancellor  Franz 
Vraititzky. 

The  cabinet  was  immediately 
sworn  in  again  by  President  Thom¬ 
as  Kies  til  as  a  caretaker  administra¬ 
tion  pending  consultations  on  a  new . 
government 

In  a  newspaper  interview  pub-, 
fished  yesterday,  Busek  blamed 
hardliners  in  his  party,  including  For¬ 
eign  Minister  Alois  Mock,  for  its 
wist  showing  since  1945  in  last  Sun¬ 
day's  general  election. 


GENEVA. (Reuter)  -  The  inter¬ 
national  murder  hunt  for  cult 
guru  Luc  Jouret  intensified  yes¬ 
terday  after  confirmation  that 
another  leading  figure  in  the  Or¬ 
der  of  the  Solar  Temple  was 
among  48  sect  members  who  died 
in  Switzerland  last  week. 

The  Fribourg  judge  leading  the 
inquiry  into  23  deaths  at  a  form- 
house- in  Cbeiry  announced  that 
Camille  Pilet.  the  sect’s  pre¬ 
sumed  treasurer,  had  been  for¬ 
mally  identified  among  the  dead. 

■  Pilet,  a  suave  68-year-old 
bachelor  born  near  Neucbate) 
who  owned  homes  in  Switzerland 
and  luxury  apartments  in  Monte 
Carlo,  was  believed  to  have  been 
the  Order’s  tbird-in-command. 
In  1991.  he  retired  as  sales  direc¬ 
tor  of  a  leading  Swiss  watch 
company. 

In  a  statement,  judge  Andre 
Piller  also  said  that  a  .22  long- 
barreled  pistor  with  a  silencer 
found  in  the  village  of  Granges- 
sur-Salvan  was  “die  weapon  or 
one  of  the  weapons”  used  on  20 
of  the  Cheiry  victims. 

Tire  news  means  that  of  the 
sect’s  three  known  leaders  only 
Belgian-born  Jouret,  the  charis¬ 
matic  homeopath  who  has  an  in¬ 
ternational  arrest  warrant  out  in 
his  name  for  murder  and  arson,  is 
still  missing. 

Police  said  on  Monday  that  Jo¬ 
seph  Di  Mambro,  a  70-year-old 
French-Canadian  arid  presumed 


“pope”  of  the  Order,  was  among 
25  who  died  in  the  Alpine  hamlet 
of  Granges. . 

Pilet  used  his  credit  card  to  pay 
for  a  dinner  for  nine  cult  mem¬ 
bers  near  Montreux  on  the  Fri¬ 
day  night  before  the  tragedy,  ac¬ 
cording  to  police  and  the 
restaurant  owner.  ■ 

•  *  Pilier  also  said  that  23  alumi¬ 
num  sachets  had  been  found  in  a 
dust  bin  in  the  basement  of  the 
Cheiry  farmhouse.  Twenty-one 
of  them  were  empty  but  two  con¬ 
tained  a  “powder  which  has  not 
yet  been  identified.” 

The  judge  said  last  week  that 
there  was  evidence  that  the 
Cheiry  victims  bad  been  adminis¬ 
tered  a  powerful  drug  before 
their  deaths,  although  he  was 
forced  to  retract  a  statement  that 
all  bad  borne  injection  marks. 1 

Meanwhile,  the  blood-red 
temple  in  the  Cheiry  farmhouse 
in  which  all -but  one  of  the  23 
corpses  were  found,  was  official¬ 
ly  put  to  tbe  torch. 

Rescue  workers  who  discov¬ 
ered  the  corpses  at  Cheiry  also 
found  an  incendiary  device  at¬ 
tached  to  the  telephone  which 
should  have  destroyed  the  tem¬ 
ple  and  tbe  rooms  around  it. 

That  device  failed,  bat  yester¬ 
day  -  just  six  days  later  -  police 
ripped  out  the  temple  and  its 
pseudo-religious  artifacts  and  in¬ 
cinerated  them  in  the  grounds  of 
tbe  house. 


Israeli  envoy  warns 
on  German  extremism 


BERLIN  (Reuter)  -  Israeli  am¬ 
bassador  Avi  Primor  said  in  a 
newspaper  interview  published 
yesterday  that  Germany’s  schools 
needed  to  redouble  efforts  to  edu¬ 
cate  young  people  on  the  dangers 
of  extremism  and  xenophobia. 

His  warning  came  as  police  in 
Potsdam  reported  that  a  band  of 
skinheads  threw  a  34-year-old 
woman  out  of  a  tram  after  sbe  had 
come  to  the  aid  of  an  elderly  wom¬ 
an  they  were  threatening  with  a 
knife. 

It  also  coincided  with  prosecu¬ 
tors  in  Frankfurt  charging  far- 
right  leader  Guenter  Deckert  with 
inciting  racial  hatred  for  telling  a 
German  Jewish  leader  to  leave  the 
country.  •' 

Primor.  Israel's  envoy  to  Bonn, 
said  in  an  interview  with  the  Ber¬ 
liner  Morgenpost  newspaper  that 
be  was  concerned  about  opinion 
polls  showing  about  one  in  four 
Germans  harbored  some  positive 
sentiment  toward  the  Nazis. 

“Right-wing  extremism...  has

Granted,  Egypt  left  the  circle  earlier, 
but  its  departure  actually  brought  about 
the  unification,  for  a  period  of  time,  of  the 
Arab  states  which  upheld  the  boycott. 
Recently,  Arafat  robbed  them  of  the  Pal¬ 
estinian  problem,  and  King  Hussein  dis¬ 
mantled  the  eastern  front. 

MOROCCO  AND  Tunisia  steered  the 
Maghreb  in  the  direction  of  Israel  and,  in 
the  final  balance,  the  Gulf  states  had  to 
decide  whether  to  stick  with  the  old  strat¬ 
egy.  under  Syria’s  leadership,  or  to 
change  strategy  and  join  the  majority. 

And  lose  the  enemy. 

Once  the  strategic  decision  was  taken,  a 
practical  question  of  Arab  honor  still  re¬ 
mained.  Who  would  lead  the  cancellation 
of  the  boycott? 

Most  of  the  Gulf  states  have  indepen¬ 
dent  foreign  and  economic  policies,  which 
are  not  aligned  with  their  Gulf  Coopera¬ 


tion  Council. 

Saudi  Arabia  is  the  strongest  of  the  six 
states,  but  by  no  means  the  best  liked  of 
them.  It  was  only  a  matter  of  time  before 
one  of  the  smaller  states  -  Qatar  always 
the  most  likely  -  would  move  to  declare  a 
cancellation  of  the  boycott  without  wait¬ 
ing  for  the  others. 

Saudi  Arabia,  which  knows  its  stand¬ 
ing,  could  not  afford  to  be  dragged  in 
after  its  small  sisters. 

Only  a  certain  amount  of  flattery  and  a 
bit  of  American  pressure  were  needed  to 
stir  Riyadh.  These  arrived  in  an  elaborate 
telegram  of  greetings  which  President 
Clinton  sent  King  Fahd  in  honor  of  Saudi 
Arabia’s  national  day  two  weeks  ago. 
Long  telephone  conversations  followed 
and  continued  until  the  weekend. 

In  these  calls.  Ginton  stressed  the  won¬ 
derful  friendship  between  Saudi  Arabia 
and  the  US,  and  the  “desire”  of  Ameri¬ 
can  companies  to  help  develop  Saudi 
technology,  but  which  they  couldn't  do  as 
long  as  they  were  on  the  boycott  list. 

At  risk  is  hundreds  of  millions  of  dol¬ 
lars  in  business,  mainly  to  establish  pro¬ 


duction  lines  for  McDonnell  Douglas  in 
Saudi  Arabia.  These  will  produce  pans 
for  the  F-15  planes  the  Saudis  have 
bought. 

These  discussioas  were  in  no  way 
threatening.  ‘*We  just  explained  to  the 
Saudis  how  much  wc  need  their  support 
and  they  understood.”  said  an  American 
source.  “After  all.  they  decided,  not  we.” 

Even  if  this  version  sounds  too  pol¬ 
ished.  what  is  important  is  the  outcome. 
That  result  is  that,  after  50  years,  the 
Arab  League  is  no  more  powerful  than 
the  individual  states  that  comprise  it. 

The  collective  enemy  has  changed  from 
a  threat  to  a  mere  chapter  in  history. 

What  was  called  the  Arab  world  -  a 
great  and  threatening  notion  -  is  becom¬ 
ing  a  mere  detailed  map  of  Middle  East¬ 
ern  states,  each  with  its  own  unique 
attributes. 

Each  will  make  its  own  peace  according 
to  its  own  needs  and  its  own  constraints.

Getting  rid  of  Saddam 
is  easier  said  than  done

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Eliminate  Saddam  Hus- 

sein  and  put  an  end  to  his 
menacing  Middle  East  ma¬ 
neuvering:  So  goes  . the  popular 
'  wisdom  of  armchair  generals .  " 
As  Iraqi  troops  again  massed  on 
Kuwait’s  border  tins  week,  US  air¬ 
waves  were  again  awash  with  talk 
of  killing  Saddam: 

In  pne  television  interview. 
White  House  Chief  of  Staff  Leon 
Panetta  would  answer  only  crypti- 
cally  when  asked  if  the  US  would 
target  Saddam  if  Iraq  invaded  Ku¬ 
wait  a  second  time. 

‘Tm  hot  going  into  the  details 
of  what  a  military  mission  might 
be ...  but  I  can  tell -you  this:  We 
are  not  going  to  repeat  the  mis¬ 
takes  of  die  past,”  Panetta  said. 

It  is  a  popular  notion,  slaying 
the  enemy;  A  Galfup  poll  last  year 
found  53  percentof  Americans  fa¬ 
vored  killing  Saddam.  Only  37 
percent  were  opposed. 

-  But  a  neat,  surgical  removal  of 
Saddam  by  commando  hit  teams, 
paid  assassins  or  “smart"  bombs  is 
hardly  in  the  cards,  just  as  it  was 
out  of  reach,  in  the  100  hours  of 
ground  combat  in  the  Golf  war. 
Saddam  survived  despite  the 


Patton ,  and  it  was  very  easy  for 
them  to  pound  their  desks  and 
say,  ‘By  God,  we’ve  got  to  go  in 
there  and  get  that  sonofabitch.’  Of 
course,  none  of  them  was  going  to 
get  shot  at,”  the  general  said  in  an 
•interview  after  the  war. 

Schwarzkopf  himself  initially 
expressed  some  disagreement 
with  stopping  the  war  as  quickly  as 
was  done,  but  recanted  after  his 
superiors  howled  that  be  bad 
agreed  to  it  in  a  telephone  confer¬ 
ence  call  with  his  bosses  in 
Washington. 

Speaking  in  Tennessee,  former 
US  president  George  Bush  said  he 
decided  to  end  the  fighting  to 
avoid  another  Vietnam,  because 
the  international  coalition  he  had 
assembled  would  have  collapsed 
and  because  “the  Arab  world 
would  have  turned  against  us.” 

“We  were  operating  under  in¬ 
ternational  law,”  Bush  said. 

“The  objective  was  to  stop  the 
aggression  and  remove  Saddam’s 
forces  from  Kuwait.  We  were 
making  a  major  statement  about 
international  law  and  we  were 
successful. 

“One  guerrilla  warfare  unsuc¬ 
cessfully  .completed  in  a  lifetime 
was  enough,  x  learned  from  VieN 
nam  that  it’s  fine  to  go  in  but  how 
do  you  get  out?”  ' 

Dick  Cheney,  US  defense  sec¬ 
retary  during  the  Gulf  war  who  is 
now  regarded  as  a  1996  presiden¬ 
tial  hopeful,  said:  “I  think  the  no¬ 
tion  that  it’s  somehow  easy  to 
move  in  there  and  take  him  [Sad¬ 
dam]  out  is  a  difficult  one.  We  hit 
all  oif  his  headquarters,  his  presi¬ 
dential  palaces  and  so  forth,  with 
our  air  strikes. 

“But  unless  you're  willing  to 
risk  a  lot  of  additional  American 
casualties  and  occupy  Iraq,  it's 
hard  to  talk  about  eliminating 
Saddam  Hussein.”  (Reuter)

A  US-led  international  coalition  was  the 
key  to  reversing  Iraqi  aggression 
against  Kuwait  in  1991,  but  maintain¬ 
ing  the  same  united  course  against  Saddam 
Hussein  again  could  prove  trickier. 

Saddam’s  new  provocation  came  during  a 
period  when  President  Clinton  was  politically 
weak  at  home,  his  world  leadership  questioned 
and  US  forces  were  on  the  ground  in  Haiti  and 
in  the  air,  when  called  for.  over  Bosnia. 

US  ties  with  Britain,  France  and  Russia  - 
pivotal  allies  in  the  Gulf  war  effort  -  have  been 
bruised  by  differences  over  Bosnia. 

Meanwhile,  Baghdad  had  been  wooing 
France  and  Russia  to  support  lifting  UN  sanc¬ 
tions  against  Iraq  with  promises  of  lucrative 
business  contracts  and  repayment  of  millions 
of  dollars  in  debts  once  ofl  sales  are  resumed. 

Baghdad  initially  branded  as  “fabrication” 
US  claims  that  some  80,000  Iraqi  troops  were 
massing  hear  the  Kuwaiti  border. 

The  troop  buildup  was  widely  seen  as  a  sign 
of  Saddam’s  frustration  over  failing  to  per¬ 
suade  the  Security  Council  to  lift  sanctions  that 
have  devastated  Iraq’s  economy. 

THE  CLINTON  administration  has  made  mul¬ 
tilateral  action  a  hallmark  of  its  foreign  policy. 
Officials  said  the  president  called  world  leaders 
in  an  effort  to  recreate  the  coalition  that  three 
years  ago  forced  Iraq  to  withdraw  its  troops 
from  Kuwait,  which  it  invaded  in  August  1990. 

Faced  with  a  new  buildup  of  Iraqi  troops,  the 
US  immediately  sent  tens  of  thousands  of 
ground  troops  to  the  Gulf. 

“It  is  very  important,  as  this  was  an  interna¬ 
tional  action  before,  to  keep  the  international 
community  with  us  and  show  international  re- 
-  solve  that  this  is  not  the  proper  behavior.” 


A  bad  time  for  an  anti-Iraq  coalition 


Radical  Palestinians  blame  US 
for  ‘starving’  the  Iraqi  people 

UNLIKE  during  the  Golf  war,  only  radical  Palestinian  factions 
openly  backed  Saddam  Hussein’s  latest  moves.  The  PLO  com¬ 
plained  the  military  buildup  might  set  back  peace. 

The  Damascus-based  Popular  Front  for  the  Liberation  of  Palestine 
accused  the  US  of  trying  to  starve  the  Iraqi  people  and  called  on  the 
international  community  to  lift  UN  sanctions  against  Baghdad. 

“The  United  States  is  following  a  policy,  of  retaliation  and  starvation 
against  the  people  of  Iraq  despite  Iraq’s  response  to  most  of  the 
international  resolutions  relevant  to  the  Gulf  crisis.”  the  PFLP  said. 
’■  Calling  the  US  a  “tyrant,”  the  PFLP  statement  said  Washington's 
“militaiy  escalation”  should  be  condemned.  It  also  called  on  the  inter¬ 
national  community  to  follow  a  “wiser  and  more  realistic”  policy  toward 
Iraq  by  fitting  sanctions  imposed  cm  the  Iraqi  people. 

In  Jordan;  pro- Iraqi  political  activists  said  the  West  had  escalated 
tension  in  the  Gulf  in  order  to  justify  an  attack  on  Iraq. 

,  “The  intention  is  to  find  a  pretext  to  justify  more  aggression  on  Iraq 
and  to  oyefshadow.  the  country's  legitimate  requests  for  the  lifting  of  the 
unjustifiable  sanctions,”  said  a'  statement  issued  by  nine  Jordanian 
groups  espousing  ideologies  ranging  from  Moslem  fundamentalism  to 
communism.  •  (Agencies) 
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Madeleine  Albright.  Washington’s  UN  envoy, 
said. 

Britain,  despite  differences  with  Washington 
over  policy  toward  political  allies  of  the  IRA  as 
well  as  Bosnia,  showed  continued  commitment 
to  thwarting  Saddam. 

It  said  it  would  send  a  battalion  of  troops,  a 
second  warship  and  six  more  Tornado  fighters 
to  the  Gulf  and  warned  Iraq  not  to  underesti¬ 
mate  Western  resolve  to  defend  Kuwait. 

“We  have  assured  our  friends  and  partners 
in  the  Gulf  of  our  readiness  to  help  them,” 
Prime  Minister  John  Major’s  office  said  in  a 
statement.  “Iraq  should  draw  the  appropriate 
conclusions.” 

France  also  said  it  would  join  a  new  UN- 
sponsored  intervention  against  Iraq  and  sent  a 
frigate  to  the  Gulf  to  deter  any  move  by  Bagh¬ 
dad  to  attack  Kuwait. 

But,  privately,  French  officials  were  skepti¬ 
cal  all  along  about  the  extent  and  significance 
of  Iraq’s  military  buildup  near  Kuwait,  sug¬ 
gesting  such  a  move  would  make  little  sense  in 
Baghdad's  drive  to  ease  sanctions  but  might 
help  the  Clinton  administration  in  the  run-up 
to  US  congressional  elections. 

France,  Russia  and  China  had  favored  eas¬ 
ing  sanctions  to  reward  Iraq’s  compliance  with 
disarmament  resolutions,  while  the  US  and 
Britain  opposed  setting  any  timetable. 

French  strategists  said  that  due  to  Iran's 
Strategic  threat  to-Gulf  stability,  it  was  short¬ 
sighted' to  keep  isolating  Iraq. 

There  were  other  signs  of  allied  restiveness. 
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problems  and  the  keys  to  solving  them  are 
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A  senior  foreign  policy  expert  from  Germa¬ 
ny’s  ruling  party.  Hans  Stercken,  questioned 
the  hard-line  US  stance  against  Iraq  and  urged 
the  UN  to  lift  its  sanctions. 

Stercken.  head  of  parliament's  foreign  poli¬ 
cy  committee,  said  many  people  believed 
Washington  had  more  commercial  than  politi¬ 
cal  reasons  to  insist  on  maintaining  the  UN 
sanctions. 

Meanwhile.  Turkey,  another  Gulf  war  coali¬ 
tion  member,  said  it  might  not  allow  Western 
planes  at  its  southern  air  base  of  Incirlik  to  be 
used  to  hit  Iraq  if  renewed  tension  led  to  war. 

US  officials  left  the  door  open  to  a  preemp¬ 
tive  strike  if  Iraqi  troops  remained  or  returned 
to  within  what  Washington  might  consider  a 
menacing  distance,  even  though  such  a  strike 
would  surely  upset  some  Third  World  nations 
and  perhaps  even  some  US  allies. 

Yet.  the  end  result  remained  that  the  inter¬ 
national  coalition  that  worked  so  well  together 
in  1991  failed  to  unite  again  in  the  face  of 
Saddam's  new  aggression. 

Russia  and  China,  members  of  the  UN  Secu¬ 
rity  Council  with  veto  power  over  military 
action,  continued  throughout  to  urge  restraint 
and  a  peaceful  solution  to  the  crisis. 

Australia  and  Egypt  said  they  would  join  the 
US.  Britain  and  France  later  -  if  necessary. 
Other  Arab  states  made  no  public  announce¬ 
ments  about  joining  an  international  force 
against  Iraq  a  second  time. 

Australian  Prime  Minister  Paul  Keating  said 
his  country  would  favorably  consider  any  US 
request  for  help  against  Iraq. 

“I  Think  that  the  great  pity  was  that  we  never 
went  after  Saddam  Hussein  in  the  first  place.” 
be  added.  “When  we  had  him  beaten,  we 
should  have  finished  him  off.”  (Reuter)

The  ignoble  Nobel 


IT  cannot  be  easy  to  forecast  the  judgment  of 
history,  but  that  is  precisely  what  the  Nobel 
Peace  Prize  committee  must  try  to  do.  The 
prize  is  awarded  to  those  who  ostensibly  contrib¬ 
ute  to  peace  in  the  world.  And  since  Alfred  Nobel 
himsp-if,  the  inventor  of  dynamite,  viewed  the 
promotion  of  peace  as  a  cause  second  to  none,  it 
must  make  its  decisions  with  meticulous  care  and 
after  the  most  comprehensive  deliberations. 

What  makes  die  selection  difficult  is  that  the 
prize  is  supposed  to  reward  not  only  effort,  but 
results.  The  loftiest  intentions  and  the  most  noble 
endeavors  are  meaningless  if  they  prove  futile.  In 
fact,  even  seemingly  impressive  results  cannot  be 
rewarded  if  they  turn  sour.  No  one  was  more 
identified  with  the  pursuit  of  peace  than  Britain’s 
prime  minister  Neville  Chamberlain.  On  Septem¬ 
ber  30,  1938,  almost  exactly  56  years  ago,  he 
signed  the  Munich  agreement  with  Hitler  and 
seemed  tike  the  person  who  was  most  instrumen¬ 
tal  in  preventing  war  in  Europe.  He  was  a  natural 
nunHiHate  for  the  Nobel.  Only  Hitler's  betrayal  of 
the  Munich  pact  turned  him  from  a  peace  hero 
into  a  symbol  of  failed  appeasement. 

Indeed,  in  1939  and  through  the  World  War  II 
years,  the  committee  gave  no  prize  at  all.  There 
were  other  years,  too,  in  which  it  found  no  deserv¬ 
ing  candidates.  And  considering  that  it  started 
awarding  the  prize  in  1901,  its  record  is  decidedly 
mixed.  The  list  includes  not  only  such  deserving 
luminaries  as  Theodore  Roosevelt,  Woodrow 
Wilson,  George  Marshall,  Martin  Luther  King, 
Henry  Kissinger,  Andrei  Sakharov,  Menachem 
Begin,  Anwar  Sadat,  Lech  Walesa,  and  Elie  Wie- 
sel,  but  a  large  number  of  nonentities  who  at  best' 
can  be  described  as  people  of  good  intentions. 

Yet  in  all  the  93  years  since  the  prize  was  first 
awarded,  it  is  difficult  to  find  anyone  like  Yasser 
Arafat.  The  closest  may  be  Le  Due  Tho,  the  North 
Vietnamese  leader  who  shared  the  prize  with 
Kissinger  for  negotiating  an  end  to  the  Vietnam 
War.  Tho,  who  refused  the  prize,  represented  a 
ruthless,  totalitarian  regime  which,  not  unlike  the 
PLO,  was  glorified  by  leftists  and  ultra-tiberals  in 
the  West. 

Western  governments  and  media,  particularly 
in  the  Scandinavian  countries,  endorsed  the 
choice.  Committing  a  crime  against  history  and 
truth  duplicated  only  in  their  later  treatment  of 
Israel,  they  depicted  the  Vietnamese  Communists 
as  freedom  fighters  resisting  American  imperialist 
oppression. 


That  a  totalitarian  like  Tho  could  be  chosen  was 
not  only  an  insult  to  common  sense.  It  made  a 
mockery  of  the  Nobel  committee’s  effort  to  antici¬ 
pate  history’s  judgment  The  Vietnamese  regime 
not  only  promptly  trampled  the  peace  treaty  un¬ 
derfoot,  it  caused  the  death  and  exile  of  millions. 

Now,  by  planning  to  give  this  year’s  award  to 
Arafat,  the  committee  is  compounding  its  past 
mistake.  In  the  committee’s  view,  Arafat  may  be  a 
leader  of  an  oppressed  people,  a  freedom  fighter 
who  had  no  choice  but  to  resort  to  terrorist  tactics 
while  fighting  for  his  nation’s  independence.  With 
Orwellian  cynicism  he  is  compared  to  Begin, 
another  prize  recipient,  who  was  also  called  a 
terrorist 

What  the  committee  seems  to  ignore  is  that 
Arafat  is  not  only  a  terrorist  who  still  encourages 
and  abets  terrorism.  He  is  one  of  the  few  national 
leaders  who  have  committed  unspeakable  brutal¬ 
ities  for  their  own  sake.  Arafat  and  his  lieutenants 
have  specifically  ordered  the  murder  of  children, 
the  murder  of  hostages  who  had  nothing  to  do 
with  their  cause,  the  murder  of  an  old  man  in  a 
wheelchair  on  a  cruise  ship,  the  wholesale  killings 
of  men,  women,  and  children. 

To  find  a  record  equal  to  Arafat’s  one  would 
have  to  examine  histones  of  dictators  like  Saddam 
Hussein  and  Hafez  Assad.  He  not  only  symbolizes 
terrorism;  he  has  been  the  host  and  supporter  of 
virtually  every  terrorist  group  in  fee  world:  from 
fee  indiscriminate  killers  of  the  Japanese  Red 
Army,  to  the  twisted  murderers  of  the  Baader- 
Meinhof  gangs,  to  fee  various  * 'revolutionary” 
cutthroats  of  Asia  and  Latin  America. 

Among  his  many  distinctions  is  that  he  has 
never  kept  an  agreement.  Some  have  calculated 
that  fee  number  of  pacts  he  has  broken  exceeds 
200.  Nor  has  he  made  an  exception  of  the  Oslo 
Declaration  of  Principles,  for  which  he  is  getting 
the  coveted  NobeL  He  has  done  nothing  either  to 
renounce  or  to  denounce  terrorism  -  let  alone 
combat  it  -  and  he  has  not  changed  fee  PLO 
covenant,  nor  does  he  appear  to  have  any  inten¬ 
tion  of  doing  so. 

The  Nobel  Prize  is  known  as  Western  civiliza¬ 
tion’s  highest  award.  It  is  sad  indeed  to  note  that 
within  eight  years  it  has  gone  from  Wiesel  to 
Arafat;  and  that  only  19  years  after  it  honored  one 
of  fee  century’s  most  exalted  men,  Andrei  Sakha¬ 
rov,  it  wishes  to  lionize  a  person  dedicated  to  a 
charter  which  calls  for  the  destruction  of  fee 
Jewish  state.

Sir,  -  As  a  recent  immigrant  to 
Israel,  it  is  wife  grave  concern  that  I 
read  fee  words  or  he  current  Minister 
of  labor  and  Social  Affairs,  Ora  Na- 
mir.  Though  I  was  wen  aware  that 
Israelis,  for  the  most  part,  are  not 
religiously  observant,  as  a  Religious 
Zionist,  I  felt  that  most  Israelis  had  a 
strong  sense  of  being  Jewish  as  well 
as  being  aware  of  the  raison  d'etre  of 
the  Jewish  State.

Asked  to  comment  on  Adams’s 
PR  initiative,  one  Conservative 
MP  replied  feat  fee  proper  British 
response  ought  to  be  to  emphasize 
IRA  atrocities  and  the  blood  on 
Adams’s  hands.

Surely  the  pasts 
of  Adams  and  Arafat  and  the  past 
policies  of  Britain  and  Israel  are 
less  important  than  whether  each 
man  is  capable  of  contributing  to 
permanent  stability? 


The  question  isn't 
whether  the  two 
leaders  have 
renounced  violence, 
but  whether  their 
goals  have  changed 


ONLY  HISTORY  will  provide 
the  answer.  Bui,  as  things  stand, 
and  judging  primarily  by  what  fee 
two  men  are  saying,  Arafat  seems 
the  more  likely  to  deliver.  That 
isn’t  because  he’s  more  reasonable 


Were  Israel’s  occupation  of  the 
territories  to  continue  for  as  long 
as  the  British  occupation  of  North¬ 
ern  Ireland,  and  were  Jewish  set¬ 
tlement  activity  there  to  intensify, 
Arafat's  situation  would  become 
comparable  to  Adams’s. 

The  main  question  with  Arafat 
is  whether,  once  he  achieves  what 
he  says  he  desires  -  Israel’s  com¬ 
plete  withdrawal  from  the  territo¬ 
ries  -  he  will  work  toward  peaceful 
coexistence  wife  Israel.

US  weren't  very  dear  on  what  this 
minority  really  watts. 

If  it  wants  to  prevafl  over  fee 
Protestant  majority  and  bring 
about  fee  reunification  of  Ireland, 
that  cannot  constitute  tho  fas 
peaceful  coexistence  with  Britain. 

One  might  argue  feat  in  the  case 
of  France  and  Algeria,  peaceful 
coexistence  became  possible  once 
France  agreed  to  withdraw,  and 
over  a  million  Frenchmen  living  in 
Algeria  were  repatriated  to 
France.  But  fee  pleds-nobs  were  a 
minority  in  Algeria,  and  fee  Prot¬ 
estants  are  a  majority  in  Northern 
Ireland,  which  is  what  makes  all 
the  ri'ffwgQCP. 

The  real  question  Isn’t  whether 
Adams  (or  Arafat)  lies  renounced 
violence,  but  whether  bis  goals 
have  changed.  In  other  words,  can 
the  IRA  begin  pursuing  aims  feat 
are  achievable  without  violence 
because  a  majority  in  Northern 
Ireland  is  willing  to  accept  them? 
Of  course,  Britain  would  have  to 
go  along  with  those  aims  too. 

In  the  case  of  Israel  and  fee 
Palestinians,  the  questions  are 
somewhat  different  Are  most  Pal¬ 
estinians  willing  to  accept  fee  con¬ 
cept  of  coexistence  wife  Israel  and 
fa  few  action  against  opponents  of 
coexistence  who  are  prepared  to 
cootmoc  using  violence  <xr  achieve 
their  ends?  And  are  most  Israelis 
willing  to  give  up  control  of  Judea, 
Samaria  and  Gaza  in  return  for 
peace  wife  the  Palestinians? 

None  of  these  questions  can  be 
answered  by  analyzing  the  terror¬ 
ist  pasts  of  Adams  and  Arafat  The 
answers  can  only  be  found  in  their 
long-term  goals.

WITH  American  troops  in 
Haiti  and  Russian  troops 
engaged  in  at  least  three 
neighboring  civil  wars,  the 
"sphere  of  influence”  question  is 
upon  us.

For  American  liberalism, 
spheres  of  influence  -  areas  of 
domination  conceded  to  a  Great 
Power  -  have  long  been  anathema. 
Starting  with  Woodrow  Wilson, 
they  have  been  identified  wife  fee 
amoral  Old  World  geopolitical 
stratagems  feat  led  to  the  catastro¬ 
phe  that  was  fee  First  World  War. 

When  Franklin  Roosevelt  re¬ 
turned  from  Yalta  in  1945,  he  de¬ 
clared  that  the  agreements  be,  Sta¬ 
lin  and  Churchill  had  signed 
"ought  to  spell  the  end  of  the  sys¬ 
tem  of  unilateral  action,  fee  exclu¬ 
sive  alliances,  fee  spheres  of  influ¬ 
ence,  the  balances  of  power,  and 
all  the  other  expedients  that  have 
been  tried  for  centuries  -  and  have 
always  foiled.”

Just  last  month, 
for  example,  Qinton’s  UN  ambas¬ 
sador,  Madeleine  Albright,  told  a 
Moscow  andience.  “Let  us  all 
work  for  the  day  when  we  will  see 
a  Europe  fully  liberated  from 
spheres  of  influence  and  artificial 


THE  ODD  part  of  this  policy  is 
that  while  straining  rhetorically 
and  diplomatically  to  deity  the  le¬ 
gitimacy  of  its  own  sphere  of  influ¬ 
ence,  the  administration  has  grate 
some  way  to  granting  one  to 
Russia.

-  ^h“v  j*  *  leader  in  the  new 
-nela  of  philosophical  counseling, 
a  hybrid  of  psychological  counsel¬ 
ing  and  philosophy.  Fewer  than 
300  people  practise  it;  four  of 
them  are  here. 

The  basic  idea,  Lahav  says,  is 
fra*  philosophy  can  deal  with  con¬ 
crete  experiences. 

But  instead  of  focusing  on  hid¬ 
den  drives  and  unconscious  sym¬ 
bols,  philosophical  counseling  ex¬ 
amines  an  individual's  worldview. 

We  all  have  theories  about  the 
world,"  he  says.  "We  live  [them] 
concretely,  usually  without  articu¬ 
lating  them  in  words.  They  are 
'spoken  -  through  our  behaviors, 
feelings,  hopes,  fantasies  and  our 
entire  way  of  being."  And  they 
are  complex. 

“X  help  people  look  at  how  they 
interpret  the  world.  I  seek  to  un¬ 
cover  [the  cbunselee's]  basic  as¬ 
sumptions,  questioning  themi" 

WHAT  DISTINGUISHES  the 
philosophical  approach  from  psy¬ 
chotherapy  is  its  lack  of  precon¬ 
ceived  psychological  notions,  La¬ 
hav  says. 

“  Philosophical  counseling 
doesn't  have  any  idea' or  presup¬ 
position  about  how  the  mind 
works.  I  don't  have  facts  about 
how  people  ought  to  live." 

•  Instead,  the  counselor  ques¬ 
tions  the  counselee's  practical  atti¬ 
tudes  toward  central  life  choices. 

A  successful  case  isUJustnited  in 
Lahav's  essay  On  the  Philoso¬ 
pher's  Couch.  A  man  waslroubled 
for  years  by  his  inability  to  decide 
between  teaching  and  artistic  pur¬ 
suits.  Lahav  guided  mm1  to  the- 
questiOriT*N"Wliat  is,  for '  me,"  a 
-truthful  choice???  and  used  French 
philosopher  Henri  Bergson's  defi¬ 
nition  of  being  trutbfiri  to  oneself 
.-to  redefine  the. problem. 

;  The  man  was  offered  several 
.philosophical  approaches  he  could 
.use  to  arrive  at  a  definition  of  his 
rtxne  self."  It  was  "not  a  theoreti-  ; 
Jcal  and  .abstract  Understanding, 
jbut  a  concrete  one,  gained - 
through  self-reflection  on  ms  actu- 
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al  experiences,  and  eventually 
permeating  them,"  Lahav  says. 

Dr.  Lydia  Amir,  who  is  also  a 
philosophic  counselor,  tells  of  a 
man  who  was  deeply  perplexed  by 
his  friendships  with  people  who 
were  doing  minor  things  that  skirt¬ 
ed  die  law!  He  wanted  Amir's 
help  in  deciding  whether  or  not  to 
continue  the  friendships. 

“[We]  uncovered  the  counsel- 
ee’s  conception  of  the  law,  soda! 
norms,  and  friendship,''  she  says. 
By  looking  at  “Aristotle's  three 
different  concepts  of  friendship, 
he  [the  counselee]  realized  there 
are  many  kinds  of  friendships.  He 
solved  his  problem,"  by  accepting 
these  friends  “without  torturing 
himself;  for  he  understood  that 
not  every,  type  of  association  m- 
ypjyeg-adfacringto  the,  others*  val- 
iae&”:  ■ 

■  The  philosophical  methods  that 
helped  these  counselees  grin  criti¬ 
cal  insights," Lahav  maintains,  lead 
to  an  independent  understanding 
unique  to  the  individual.  “The  di¬ 
alogue  is  between  the  person  and 
the  philosophy  of  his  or  her  life. 
The  problem  or  pain  has  a  philos¬ 
ophy  too.  It’s  always  the  person's 
own  quest.”

Amir  concurs.  In  her  experi¬ 
ence  teaching  a  yearlong  work¬ 
shop  on  “Practical  Wisdom"  at 
the  Popular  University,  she  says 
her  students  went  through  pro¬ 
found  personal  changes.  “They 
became  more  tolerant  and  more 
inclined  to  look  for  their  personal 
happiness  inside  themselves  rath¬ 
er  than  depending  on  outside 
sources." 

AMIR,  A  professor  of  philosophy 
at  the  New  School  of  Media  Stud¬ 
ies  in  Tel  Aviv's  College  of  Busi¬ 
ness  Administration,  has  complet¬ 
ed  a  book  on  the  subject,  Personal 
Redemption:  Spinoza  or  Nietz¬ 
sche.  She  says  the  approaches  of 
those  two  philosophers  encourage 
direct  application  of  philosophy  to 
daily.  living.  ‘.‘Tbey  show  how  phi¬ 
losophy  his  always  been  practical. 
Philosophy  is  about  wisdom! 
There  is  nothing  more  practical 
than  wisdom." 

People  who  would  benefit  from 
this  approach  need  to  be  psycho¬ 
logically  healthy  enough  to  do  se¬ 
rious  self-reflection,  but  needs  no 
background  in  philosophy,  Lahav 
says. 

The  goals  are  twofold:  problem 


solving,  and  self-development. 

“We  want  to  help  the  person 
overcome  the  problem  or  predica¬ 
ment  he  comes  in  with.  The  other 
goal  is  to  help  him  understand 
himself  and  his  world." 

Amir  jpoints  out  the  need  for 
inright  m  philosophical  terms. 
“To  paraphrase  Spinoza,"  she 
says,  "confusion  is  the  source  of 
suffering,  and  amending  the  intel¬ 
lect  is  the  means  for  a  better  life," 

BORN  AS  a  movement  13  years 
ago  in  Germany,  philosophical 
counseling  began  with  the  opening 
of  Gerd  Achenbacb's  practice 
near  Cologne  in  2962,  and  was 
taken  up  three  years  later  by  stu- 
dents  at  the  University  of  Amster¬ 
dam.  There  are  now  two  associa¬ 
tions  of  philosophical  counselors 
in  Germany  and  Holland,  with  a 
total  of  255  members,  30  to  40  of 
whom  are  active  practitioners. 

In  the  US,  an  Association  for 
Philosophy,  Counseling  and  Psy¬ 
chotherapy  has  been  in  existence 
for  two  years,  with  over  100  mem¬ 
bers.  Besides  Lahav  and  Amir, 
counselors  here  include  Shlomit 
Schuster  and  Ora  Greengard, 
Ph.D. 


There  has  been  some  resistance 
to  philosophical  counseling  from 
the  establishments  of  both  profes¬ 
sional  psychology  and  academic 
philosophy. 

Specifically,  some  psychologists 
are,  according  to  Lahav,  “worried 
that  philosophers  will  meddle  with 
issues  where  professional  knowl¬ 
edge  is  needed.1' 

And  some  academicians  believe 
that  a  therapeutic  use  of  philo¬ 
sophical  wisdom  takes  philosophy 
out  of  the  realm  of  the  abstract, 
where  it  belongs. 

But  some  professionals  have 
been  supportive  of  the  movement. 
According  to  Andrew  Brook, 
Carieton  University  (Ottawa) 
Professor  of  Philosophy  and  Di¬ 
rector  of  Interdisciplinary  Studies, 
who  is  also  a  licensed  psychoana¬ 
lyst,  “PC  [philosophical  counsel¬ 
ing]  and  psychoanalysis  are  not  in 
competition;  there  is  room  and 
need  for  them  both.  For  problems 
based  on  systems  of  belief,  atti¬ 
tudes  toward  self,  others,  life, 
death,  etc.,  PC  may  be  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  choice.  For  problems 
rooted  in  emotion,  desire,  fanta¬ 
sy,  childhood  experience,  then  it  is 
analysis."

And,  Lahav  says,  he  has  come 
across  psychologists  who  recog¬ 
nized  the  need  for  a  philosophical 
viewpoint  in  their  own  counseling. 

“Many  [psychologists]  felt  that 
there  was  an  area  in  their  practice 
they  were  not  equipped  for.  Ques¬ 
tions  they  didn't  know  how  to  an¬ 
swer,  such  as  the  meaning  of  life." 

Jerusalem  clinical  psychologist 
Rachel  Blass  concurs.  “While  the 
meaning  of  any  aspect  of  one's  life 
can  be  explored  either  psychologi¬ 
cally  or  philosophically,  the  two 
forms  of  exploration  are  not  op¬ 
posed  to  each  other." 

Lahav  has  been  conducting  a 
groundbreaking  university  gradu¬ 
ate  seminar  on  the  subject  since 
1993  in  the  Therapies  Program  at 
Haifa  University.  In  July,  he 
brought  together  more  than  100 
philosophers  and  mental-health 
professionals  at  the  first  interna¬ 
tional  conference  on  philosophical 
counseling,  at  the  University  of 
British  Columbia's  Center  for  Ap¬ 
plied  Ethics  in  Vancouver. 

He  believes  philosophical  coun¬ 
seling  will  eventually  be  accepted 
in  a  similar  vein  as  yoga  or  medita¬ 
tion,  which  is  for  healthy  people 
who  want  to  develop  themselves. 


This  treatment 
is  not  for  all 

A  recent  comparative  study 
at  Southern  Methodist 
University  in  Texas  found 
that  philosophical  counseling  has 
"a  beneficial  effect.** 

There  are  drawbacks,  however, 
some  of  which  have  to  do  with  the 
discipline's  very  newness. 

Ran  Lahav,  one  of  four  local 
practitioners,  says  there  is  no  offi¬ 
cial  consensus  about  the  back¬ 
ground  necessary  to  qualify  as  a 
counselor,  and  practitioners  have 
no  professional  standards  or  li¬ 
censing  procedures. 

He  adds  that  any  person  receiv¬ 
ing  treatment  from  a  philosophical 
counselor  should  ask  himself: 
“Does  this  person  really  help  me 
give  birth  to  my  understanding  of 
life?" 

When  asked  what  the  qualifica¬ 
tions  for  a  philosophical  counselor 
might  be.  Lahav  suggests:  “an 
M.A.  in  philosophy,  preferably  a 
Ph.D..  and  some  kind  of  back¬ 
ground  in  psychology." 

Another  caveat  is  that  some  po¬ 
tential  counseled;  would  be  better 
served  by  a  traditional  therapist. 
Particularly,  people  who  suffer 
from  pathological  problems  which 
require  medication  or  regular  psy¬ 
chiatric  cure,  such  ns  schizophre¬ 
nia  or  manic  depression,  would . 
not  be  candidates  for  this  kind  of 
counseling. 

Those  who  would  not  be  helped 
by  philosophical  counseling  are. 
according  to  Lahav.  “people  who 
cannot  reflect  on  their  lives;  peo¬ 
ple  who  cannot  communicate, 
who  are  pathologically  driven  by 
psychological  forces  that  need 
specific  treatment. 

“Some  psychologists  are  wor¬ 
ried  that  philosophical  counselors 
don't  have  the  skills  to  diagnose  a 
serious  problem.  I  agree  that  this 
is  n  concern." 

Andrew  Brook.  Corlcton  Uni¬ 
versity  (Ottawa)  Professor  of  Phi¬ 
losophy  and  Director  of  Interdis¬ 
ciplinary  Studies,  who  is  also  a 
licensed  psychoanalyst,  says:  “It  is 
essential  for  [psychological  coun¬ 
seling)  practitioners  to  work  with 
people  trained  in  the  identifica¬ 
tion  of  psychiatric  illness.  Some 
major  psychological  disorders  can 
appear  to  be  nothing  more  than 
conflicts  or  distortions  of  belief 
and  attitude.” 

Lahav  agrees,  adding  that 
philosophical  counselors  “should 
have  some  background  in  psychol¬ 
ogy  to  be.able  to  refer  cases  sus¬ 
pected  of  pathological  problems 
to  a  psychiatrist.” 

But  Lahav  maintains  that  for  a 
person  suffering  from  a  serious 
mental  illness,  the  two  approaches 
of  psychiatric  treatment  and  philo¬ 
sophical  counseling  may  be  com¬ 
plementary.  “With  a  manic  de¬ 
pressive,  for  example,  we  could 
work  in  tandem  with  [a] 
therapist."  S.A. 


Princess  Anastasia’  was  just  a  poor,  Polish  farmer’s  daughter 


.TN  a  quiet  corner' of  Upper  Ba- 
H  I  varia  sits  a  tranquil  cemetery 
A  once  dedicated  to  the  local  no- 
•JtriHty.  There!  among  the  remains, 
•jure  the  ashes  of  a  woman  laid  to 
■rest  a  decade  ago  beneath  a  simple 
.gravestone  that  bears  the  inscrip¬ 
tion,  “Our  heart  is  unquiet  until  it 
.jests  with  you.  Lord,"  a  Russian 
icross,  and  a  name  in  Russian  let¬ 
ters  -  Anastasia. 

After  three-quarters  of  a  centu- 
.iy  of  speculation,  it  -was  only. 
.Wednesday  that  the  memory  of 
the  Grand  Duchess  Anastasia;  the 
(.youngest  daughter  of  Czar  Nicho-  • 
las  II  of  Russia's  -ill-fated  royal 
family,  was  truly  put  to  rest.  The 
^woman  in  the  Bavarian  grave, 
.who  claimed  to  be  the  surviving 
,heir  to  the  Romanov  throne  until 
Jier  death  in  CharlottesviHe,  Vir- 
ginia,  in  1984,  has  been  finally, 
-unequivocally  revealed  as  a  fraud. 

In  a  fiercely  bitter  scientific 
.race,  two  separate  research  teams  • 
simultaneously  unlocked  the  key 
-to  her  identity  using  DNA  tracing. 
A  German  team,  led  by  television 
^producer  Maurice  Philip  Remy, 

,  used  a  43-year-old  specimen  -  of 
blood  from  the' woman',  who  was 
known  throughout  her  life  as 
lAnna  Anderson.  A  British  team, 
Jed  by  forensic  scientist  PeterGill, 
fhad  a  minute  sample  of  her  intes¬ 
tine  that  was  preserved  in  wax. 
r  Their  results,  presented  in  Lon- 
Idon  last  week,  showed  Ander¬ 
son's  DNA  bore  ho  resemblance 
^ to  that  of  die  czar  and  czarina, 
whose  bones  were  discovered  in 
>,1991  with  samples  of  their  DNA 
instill  intact.  ■  . 

“Perhaps  anticipating  science, 
-Anderson  requested  she  be  cre- 
7*nated,”  Remy  said.  "Since  the 
.,-ggnetic  secrets  of  her.  body  could 
be  derived -.  from  ashes,  it 
Jseemed  as  if  the  mystery  would 
<  sever  be  solved,  but  at  last  we  can  • 
ugay  that  tins  woman,  who  was  snp- 
ported  by  champions  throughout 
,  her  life,  was  npt  Anastasia."  ; 
v  Last  month,  the  Russian  gov¬ 
ernment  reported  that  after  two 
Vwars' of  study,  scientists  had  con¬ 
cluded  that  Anastasia  had  indeed 
.died  in  3938.  Her  bones  were 
'.among  those  of  the  royal  family 
!!^dentified  in  1991.. 

Hj,  For  the  princes,  dukes,  writers 
and  historians  who  had  made  .An¬ 
derson’s  claims  their  "most  trea- 
^jsured  cause,  the  fairy  tale  fc'finaDy 
over.  -But  .her  -real  .life,  as  de^ 
scribed  this  week,  was  a  story  as 


pqignant  as  The  Prince  and  the 
Pauper.  Not  only  has  science 
shown  who  she  was  not,  for  the 
first  time  we  know  who  she  was: 
most  likely  the  daughter  of  a  poor 
Polish  farming:  family. 

BUT  HOW  could  Anderson's  fan¬ 
tasy  have  taken  root  and  en¬ 
tranced  so  many  for  so  long?  It 
started,  in  the  bloody  wake  of  the 
Russian  revolution  when  the  Bol¬ 
sheviks  arrived  at  Yekaterinburg 
in  July  1918  to  massacre  the  Rus¬ 
sian  royal  family.  As  they  faced 
the  seven  Romanovs,  the  royal 
physician  and  three  servants,  the 
soldiers  were  ordered  to  aim 
straight  at  their  hearts. 

■  Instead,  bullets  ricocheted 
across  the  room,  bouncing  off  the 
crown  jewels  sewn  into  the  cloth¬ 
ing  of  the  princesses  in  what  a 
soldier  witness  later  recalled  as  “a 
shower  of  hafl."  The  bodies  disap¬ 
peared  without  a-  trace,  and  the 
Tumors  began. 

•  Two -years  later,  a  world  away, 
.policemen  saved  a  young  woman 
from  a  suicide  attempt  in  the 
freezing  waters  of  the  Land  we  hr 
canal  in  Berlin.  She  was  eventual¬ 
ly  admitted  to  fee  Dalldorf  mental 
boqntal  .refusing  to  ’  reveal  her 
identity  to  anyone,  and  the  nurses 
christened  her  Mik  Unknown. 

But  in  1921,  while  she  was  Will  a 
patient  at  the  mental  hospital,  ac¬ 
cording  to  staff,  she  saw  a  maga¬ 
zine  with  the  headline  “Did  Ana¬ 
stasia  Survive  the  Massacre?" 
And  there  was  a  picture  of  the 
princess.  A  nurse  later  recalled 
Miss  Unknown’s  response.  "She 
asked  me  if  I  didn’t  notice  some¬ 
thing  about  it,”  said  Anna  Chem¬ 
nitz.  “I  answered  that  I  didn’t.  She 
then  said,  ‘Can’t  you  see  the  simi¬ 
larity  between  us  two?' 

'  !  Within  months,  Russian  exiles 
began  to.  stream  to  themental  asy¬ 
lum  to  meet  the  lost  Anastasia  and 
brought'  their  own  memories  of 
life  m  the.  aristocracy. 

“With  each  group  of  visitors  she 
-would  glean  information  on  the 
.  world  in  which  Anastasia  lived  to 
impress  'the  next,”  Remy  said. 
“She  was  the  blank  screen  onto 
which  they  could  .project  their 
longing  for  a  world  that  had 
disappeared." 

.  For  the  monarchists  who  had 
been  banished  from  their  home¬ 
land,  she  was  a  bridge  back  to  the 
past,  and  they  offered  the  woman 
a  middle-class  home  outside  the

hospital.  For  the  rest  of  the  world, 
the  story  proved  irresistible  ro¬ 
mance:'  A  14-year-old  princess 
who  had  escaped  such  a  horrible 
fete,  and  re-emerged  unbanned 
and  removed  from  danger. 

OF  ALL  the  impostors  who  have 
ever  stepped  into  the  shoes  left  by 
vanished  royalty,  Anderson  was 
to  be  one  of  the  most  successful. 

In  Berlin,  chocolate  boxes  bore 
her  portrait  and  cigarettes  were 
sold  under  her  name.  There  would 
be  a  play,  many  books  and  three 
films,  one  of  which  won  Ingrid 
Bergman  an  Academy  Award. 

Even  in  the  face  of  two  serious 
challenges,  she  stood  firm. 

Baroness  Buxhoeveden,  a  lady- 
in-waiting  to  the  royal  family  who 
had  escaped  Russia,  visited  An¬ 
derson  at  the  mental  hospital  and 
immediately  dismissed  her  asser¬ 
tions.  In  response,  Anderson 
claimed  the  baroness  had  be¬ 
trayed  the  royal  family  and  did  not 
wish  to  be  exposed.  Then,  in  1927, 
a  young  Berlin  woman  told  a  Ger¬ 
man  newspaper  she  recognized 
Anderson  as  her  former  room¬ 
mate,  Franziska  Schanzkowski,'  a 
Polish  farm  worker. . 

Until  last  week,  that  was  all  that 


was  known  of  the  woman  who 
claimed  to  be  a  princess.  But  tests 
revealed  there  is  only  a  1 -in-300 
chance  that  Anderson  was  not 
Schanzkowski,  a  working-class 
Polish  girl. 

While  the  real  Anastasia  was 
growing  up  in  the  luxury  of  the 
imperial  Russian  Court,  learning 
French  and  English,  Anderson, 
four  years  her  senior,  had  deter¬ 
mined  to  break  free  from  the  Pol¬ 
ish  provinces.  She  went  to  Berlin, 
was  engaged  as  World  War  I  was 
breaking  out,  and  found  a  job  in  a 
munitions  factory. 

“My  auntie  Franziska  was  the 
cleverest  of  the  four  children," 
Waldtraud  Schanzkowski,  a  niece, 
reportedly  said.  “She  didn’t  want 
to  be  buried  in  a  little  one-horse 
town  in  toe  depths  of  Kashubia. 
She  wanted  to  come  out  into  toe 
world,  wanted  to  become  an  ac¬ 
tress  -  something  special.” 

Bnt  in  1916  her  new  life  frac¬ 
tured.  Her  fiance  was  lulled  on  the 
Western  Front.  Soon  after,  she 
accidentally  let  a  grenade  slip 
from  her  hands  on  the  factory  line 
and  it  exploded,  tearing  a  foreman 
to  pieces  before  her  eyes.  Depres¬ 
sion  overcame  Schanzkowski,  and 
the  last  sign  of  life  her  family  re¬ 


ceived  from  her  was  a  postcard  to 
her  fevorire  brother  on  his  birth¬ 
day  m  February  1920. 

Shortly  afterward,  Anastasia 
would  be  resurrected. 

AMONG  HER  most  ardent  fol¬ 
lowers  was  Prince  Frederick  Sach¬ 
sen  Al  ten  burg,  a  German  aristo¬ 
crat  whose  Prussian  cousin  had 
compared  memories  of  Romanov 
holidays  before  1914  with  Ander¬ 
son's.  Two  others  were  Grand 
Duke  Andrew,  and  Grand  Duch¬ 
ess  Xenia,  who  married  a  wealthy 
American  industrialist. 

But  the  immediate  relatives  of 
the  Romanovs  refused  steadfastly 
to  accept  her.  “The  murder  of  the 
czar  and  his  family  was  such  a 
horrible  thing,  there  was  that  wish 
among  the  people  that  it  couldn't 
be  so  horribly  true,”  said  Prince 


Nicholas  Romanov.  72,  a  cousin 
of  the  czar  and  the  head  of  the 
family,  who  now  lives  in  Switzer¬ 
land.  “It  was  also  a  good  tactic  for 
the  Bolsheviks,  because  ir  divided 
those  in  exile." 

Even  last  week,  the  followers 
who  survived  Anderson  remained 
convinced  they  had  pinned  their 
hopes  to  a  genuine  princess. 

Richard  Schweitzer,  a  lawyer 
married  to  a  descendent  of  the 
royal  physician  who  died  with  the 
Romanovs,  commissioned  the 
British  forensic  team,  and  he  sat 
beside  Gill  last  week  in  London, 
still  protesting  that  Anderson  was 
Anastasia. 

“I  still  believe  Anna  Anderson 
was  Anastasia;  my  belief  is  based 
on  rational  human  experience,” 
he  said. 

Yet.  even  with  such  loyal  fol¬ 
lowers,  Anderson’s  troubled  life 
seems  to  have  benefited  little  from 
the  illusion  of  being  a  lost  prin¬ 
cess.  In  Charlottesville,  where  she 
spent  her  last  years  after  manying 
historian  Jack  Manahan,  she  was 
known  as  Annie  Apple,  a  mad 
local.  One  restaurant  advertised 
its  wine  with  the  claim  that  you 


too  would  believe  you  were  Ana¬ 
stasia  after  a  few  glasses. 

Her  rare  visitors  were  shocked 
by  the  state  of  her  home.  “The 
stench  of  half-empty  dog  bowls, 
open  tins  of  food  and  dried-up  dog 
dirt  is  enough  to  make  you  vom¬ 
it.”  wrote  one.  “Amid  ail  the  trash 
lies  the  mattress.  On  it  is  the  tiny 
figure  of  Anna  Anderson  in  a  mat¬ 
ted  tangle  of  blankets." 

Shortly  before  her  death,  An¬ 
derson  was  forcibly  committed  to 
a  psychiatric  clinic.  In  an  act  of 
desperation,  Manahan.  who  be¬ 
lieved  in  her  claims  to  toe  end, 
attempted  to  abduct  her.  After  a 
wild  car  chase  that  ended  with  the 
vehicle  surrounded  by  policemen 
holding  rifles,  they  surrendered. 
Two  months  later  Anderson  died. 

“I  am  certain  at  the  end  of  her 
life  she  believed  in  her  own  story, 
and  in  a  confused  way  she  forgot 
her  own  life,”  said  Prince  Nicho¬ 
las.  “And  there  are  those  who 
wished  to  share  her  story. 

“People  look  for  exceptional 
events  to  change  the  past.  But  his¬ 
tory  is  brutally  effective  in  its  solu¬ 
tions,  and  brutally  simple.”

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Teva  declines  in  NY,  Tel  Aviv 
following  report  on  drug  test 


TEVA  shares  fell  three  percent  on 
the  NASDAQ  exchange  in  New 
York  and  5.5  percent  on  the  Tel 
Aviv  Stock  Exchange  yesterday, 
despite  test  repons  that  a  drug 
manufactured  by  (he  company  re¬ 
duced  the  number  and  severity  of 
attacks  in  patients  with  relaps  ing- 
remitting  multiple  sclerosis  (MS). 

The  promising  test  results  were 
announced  yesterday  at  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Neurological  Association 
meeting  in  San  Francisco,  and  at  a 
press  conference  that  linked  Cali¬ 
fornia  with  Israel  via  videoconfer¬ 
ence. 

The  neurological  association 
meeting  also  heard  good  news 
about  Betaseron  (interferon  beta 
la,  which  is  produced  by  Biogeo 
Inc.  of  Cambridge, 
Massachusetts). 

Betaseron,  an  expensive  drug 
based  on  a  natural  chemical  in  the 
body,  produced  similar  results  to 
those  of  Teva's  drug  (it  scored 
even  better  than  the  Israeli  drug  in 


the  slowing  of  accnmnlated  per¬ 
manent  disability),  bat  causes  seri¬ 
ous  side  effects. 

Weizmann  Institute  Prof.  Ar- 
non  said  it  was  likely  that  when 
given  together,  Teva’s  drug  and 
Betaseron  could  provide  added 
and  even  synergistic  benefits  to 
MS  patients. 

Clinical  trials  using  this  tech¬ 
nique  will  eventually  be  held,  she 
said. 

Efforts  to  make  it  an  oral  drug 
are  very  complicated  and  will  take 
years  to  produce  success,  as  the 
digestive  system  destroys  the  poly¬ 
peptide  on  its  way  into  the  blood¬ 
stream. 

Oded  Gal,  an  analyst  at  Oscar 
Grass  said  Teva’s  decline  was 
short-term,  due  to  competition 
from  Biogen. 

But  the  presentation  has 
brought  about  a  consensus  that 
Teva’s  product  will  be  on  the  mar¬ 
ket,  and  much  depends  on  the  rate 
of  market  penetration,  Gal  said.

Over  the  past  few  years,  150 
Israelis  with  this  type  of  MS  have 
been  receiving  the  drug  in  open 
trials  at  Hadassab-University, 
Meir,  Assaf  ttarofe  and  Ichilov 
hospitals. 

All  the  patients  get  the  drag, 
and  none  gets  the  placebo.  These 
trials  have  shown  promising  re¬ 
sults  as  well,  but  were  mainly  con¬ 
ducted  to  show  a  lack  of  side  ef¬ 
fects  and  a  high  level  of  safety. 

According  to  Teva’s  vice  presi¬ 
dent  for  business  development, 
Aharon  Schwartz,  11  additional 
centers  here  will  offer  clinical  trials 
of  COP-1  soon,  thus  allowing  all 
the  500  Israelis  who  have  this  type 
of  MS  to  apply  for  participation. 

Schwartz  added  that  he  hoped 
the  drug  would  be  officially  regis¬ 
tered  by  the  Health  Ministry  in 
1996,  thus  allowing  all  patients  to 
get  it  from  their  health  funds.

According  to  the  announcement, 
any  individual  or  group  interested  in 
purchasing  between  15%  and  24.9% 
of  ICL  shares  has  until  the  end  of  the 
month  to  submit  an  application  to  the 
authority. 

The  authority  will  choose  up  to 


five  applicants  who  best  satisfy  the 
requirements  of  economic  stability, 
business  experience,  proven  financial 
resources,  and  the  ability  to  buy  the 
shares  and  hold  them.  Ibe  authority 
expects  to  complete  the  private  place¬ 
ment  by  the  end  of  February. 

A  month  or  two  following  the  sale, 
8  public  issue  will  be  offered  here  and 
abroad  of  a  minimum  of  22%  of  ICL 
shares  and  up  to  a  maximum  of  32%. 

Nitzani  and  ICL  board  chairman 
Victor  Medina  are  currently  meeting 
with  eight  US  and  three  European 
investment  banks  to  chose  which  one 
will  underwrite  ICL’s  international 
public  issue.

The  bank  has  also  introduced  a  two-year  option  savings  plan  which  offers 
customers  foil  linkage  to  the  Consumer  Price  Index  pins  1.5%  annually,  or 
linkage  to  the  currency  basket  plus  45%  annually.

Mercantile  Discount  Bank  is  offering  customers  foil  linkage,  in  addition  to 
linked  interest  of  3.75%  for  foe  first  half  year.

The  proponents  of  a  regional 
development  bank  propose  to  cre¬ 
ate  a  bank  with  a  total  authorized 
capital  of  $10b.  and  with  $25b.  hi 
paid-in  capital.  According  to 
Eran,  foe  actual  cash  deposited  in 
the  bank  can  be  leveraged  10 
times,  or  up  to  S25b.  —  the  cost  of 
foe  proposed  projects.  By  con¬ 
trast,  if  a  fond  is  established  in¬ 
stead,  all  foe  money  has  to  be  put 
in  up  front,  he  explained. 

However,  banking  officials 
point  out  that  despite  foe  leverage, 

should  the  projects  lose  money, 
participating  countries  will  have  to 
add  more  fends  to  foe  bank,  as  has 
been  the  case  with  EBRD. 

Opponents  of  foe  idea  axe  qan- 
rr.nu’d  about  potting  money  into 
foe  bank  before  knowing  whether 
the  proposed  regional  projects  are 


even  economically  viable  and  can 
pay  for  themselves. 

The  creation  of  the  bank  is  seen 
as  the  instrument  for  achieving  re¬ 
gional  economic  integration. 
However,  critics  point  to  foe  exis¬ 
tence  of  region-wide  funds,  such  as 
the  Arab  Fund  and  the  Islamic 
Fund,  which  could  be  drafted  into 
financing  regional  development 

Treasury  international  division 
director  Ehud  Kaufman  said  the 
issue  of  a  regional  development 
back  has  been  on  the  agenda  for  a 
while.  “There  is  reason  to  check  if 
now  is  the  right  time  to  implement 
it  and  what  is  the  required  invest¬ 
ment  into  foe  bank’s  capital,”  he 
said. 

Both  Eran  and  Kaufman  admit 
that  most  of  the  money  for  the 
bank  wQl  come  from  foe  US,  the 
Europeans  and  Japan,  and  per¬ 
haps  from  the  Gulf  states,  since 
tire  greater  part  of  foe  countries  in 
the  region  are  not  in  a  position  to 
come  up  with  financing  of  this 


However,  there  is  concern  the 
money  the  Western  countries  put 
into  foe  banks  will  eventually 
crane  at  the  expense  of  economic 
assistance  foe  countries  are  cur¬ 
rently  getting. 

Until  the  end  of  the  month,  the 
government  wflj  be  working  to  get 
a  consensus  among  the  countries 
in  the  region  so  ft  can  conclude  the 
Casablanca  regional  conference 
with  a  declaration  encouraging  the 
establishment  of  foe  bank  and  ap¬ 
pointing  a  study  group  to  report  an

Until  then,  Kaufman  says,  the 
countries  will  have  to  draff  a  pro¬ 
posal  that  will  be  attractive  to  the 
wealthy  nations,  who  will  have  to 
put  up  most  of  the  cash.

Landan,  a  partner  in  the  Mik- 
vatz  Tesbua  Investments  and  Secu¬ 
rities  company,  was  indicted  for 
trying  to  manipulate  Mann  bond 
prices,  attempting  to  illegally  exe¬ 
cute  security  transactions  and  pos¬ 
ing  as  someone  else. 

In  November  1990,  the  Securities 
Authority  said  landan  posed  as  a 
clerk  at  United  Mizrahi  Bank’s  Gi- 
▼at  Shan]  branch  to  a  phone  can  to 
Mizrahi's  securities  division. 

Landan  instructed  the  bank  to 
purchase  NIS  40,000  In  Mann 
bonds  for  one  of  Mikvatz’s  custom¬ 
ers,  even  though  the  customer  had 
canceled  the  power  of  attorney  giv¬ 
en  to  the  company  several  months 
earlier,  according  to  the  authority. 

A  Mizrahi  inquiry  conducted 
shortly  after  the  transaction  was 
completed  revealed  that  the  order 
was  not  given  by  a  bank  clerk,  and 
foe  bank  instructed  the  Tel  Aviv 
Stock  Exchange  to  cancel  foe  trans¬ 
action.

WHAT  is  the  connection  between 
the  Tel  Aviv  Stock  Exchange  and 
a  convention  of  American  neuro¬ 
surgeons? 

The  answer  is  that  the  conven¬ 
tion  was  discussing  progress  made 
in  the  treatment  of  multiple  sclero¬ 
sis,  and  the  topic  of  discussion  con¬ 
centrated  on  the  relative  merits  of 
two  drugs,  one  of  which  is  being 
tested  by  Teva. 

A  few  months  ago,  the  market 
received  with  enthusiasm  the  news 
that  Teva  was  entering  ihe  field  of 
ethical  drugs  -  a  drug  of  its  own 
development,  as  opposed  to  pro¬ 
duction  of  generic  drugs  -  with  a 
product  allegedly  able  to  slow  the 
progress  of  MS. 

But  the  proceedings  of  the  con¬ 
vention  apparently  showed  that 
the  drug  did  no!  do  aJJ  the  things  it 
was  supposed  to  do,  that  its  per¬ 
formance  was  slightly  inferior  to 
that  of  a  drug  made  by  a  compet¬ 
ing  company,  and  it  would  only 
enter  the  market  after  the  compet¬ 
ing  company’s  drug. 

Its  major  advantage  was  that  it 
had  less  side  effects  titan  the  com¬ 
petitor’s  drug,  which  relies  on  in¬ 
terferon,  which  is  rejected  by  a  fair 
percentage  of  patients. 

Investors  during  the  day  were 
exposed  to  two  different  slants  on 
the  matter. 

One  report  was  by  the  Blom- 
berg  system  (on-line  reporting 
from  the  US)  and  the  other  was  a 


live  satellite  hookup  between  Tei 
Aviv,  California,  and  various 
western  capitals. 

The  Blomberg  reports  were 
somewhat  more  pessimistic  than 
the  image  that  Teva  was  trying  to 
project.  It  may  have  been  also  that 
the  investment  community  was 
hoping  for  bad  news,  because  it 
does  uot  want  to  invest  and  bad 
news  supports  that  negative  mood. 

In  any  case,  Teva  declined  by 
55%i  after  having  closed  with  no 
change  in  price  on  the  Meretz,  as 
the  news  did  not  reach  investors 
until  tiie  early  afternoon. 

The  news  started  filtering  in  as 
the  market  was  posting  a  modest 
rise,  in  line  with  the  signals  that 
the  market  sent  at  the  end  of  trad¬ 
ing  on  Monday. 

The  Karam  index  actually  rose 
by  0.46%.  The  Two-Sided  and  the 
Maof  indexes  started  slipping  as 
time  went  by,  closing  down  0.47% 
and  0.76%  respectively.

Israel  to  face  Norway  in  Davis  Cup  Israel  meets  Slovakia,  and  destiny 


ISRAEL  will  face  Norway  during 
its  next  Davis  Cup. 

In  foe  draw  made  in  London 
yesterday,  the  Israelis  were  placed 
in  foe  Euro/African  Zone  Group  1 
as  a  seeded  nation  and  will  travel 
to  Norway  for  the  March  31  to 
April  2  tie. 

The  victors  in  foe  tie  will  ad¬ 
vance  to  the  qualifying  round  for 
the  1996  Worid  Group  where  they 
will  face  the  first  round  losers  in 
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the  1995  World  Group. 

Israel  is  expected  to  go  to  Nor¬ 
way  with  a  new-look  side  which  fa 
made  up  of  young  players  like 
Eyal  Ran,  Eyal  Erlich  and  Ofer 
Seia.  It  will  almost  certainly  not 
include  foe  country’s  No.  1  player 
Amos  Mansdorf,  who  has  decided 
to  quit. 

The  Norwegian  squad  is  equally 


anonymous.  Christian  Ruud,  the 
Norwegian  No.  1,  has  a  current 
ranking  of  144  and  is  followed  in 
foe  rankings  by  Helge  Roll  (696), 
Fredrik  Bach  (1103)  and  Bent- 
Ove  Pedersen  (1223). 

Pedersen  is  the  Norwegians'  top 
doubles  player  with  a  ranking  of 
148. 

The  Israelis’  current  rankings 
are:  Gilad  Bloom  (195),  Ran 
(220),  Seta' (322)  and  Erlich  (403). 


Sprinter  says  starter  tried  to  disqualify  him 

But  he  turned  on  the  power  midway  and  loped  to 
an  easy  victory  in  10.18,  beating  his  own  Games 
record  of  1030,  set  at  Seoul  in  19S6  and  tied  by  him  in 
Beijing  four  years  later. 

Mansoor  punched  the  air  defiantly  and  held  up 
three  fingers  to  denote  his  unprecedented  three  titles, 
before  running  a  victory  lap  with  a  large  Qatari  flag 
draped  over  lus  shoulders. 

But  his  mood  turned  sour  when  he  faced  reporters. 
“There  were  not  five  false  starts,  foe  starter  wanted 
roe  out,”  declared  a  visibly  angry  Mansoor,  a  lanky, 
30-year-old  officer  in  the  Qatari  army. 

He  said  the  attempt  to  fix  the  race  started  on 
Monday  when  foe  Japanese  starter  disqualified  his 
teammate  Saad  Muftah  in  the  heats. 

“The  starter  mistook  Saad  for  me  and  disqualified 
him,”  the  Qatari  said. 

He  charged  that  foe  Japanese  officials  wanted  In- 
oue  to  win  foe  race. 

Inoue,  who  finished  fourth  with  10.41,  said  foe 
false  stmts  upset  all  eight  competitors  in  the  final. 

“We  didn’t  know  if  it  was  due  to  onr  errors  or  foe 
failure  of  foe  electronic  starts,”  he  said. 


HIROSHIMA  (Reuter)  -  An  angry  Talai  Mansoor 
al-Rahim  of  Qatar  overcame  five  false  starts  to  win 
the  Asian  Games  100  meters  crown  yesterday  and 
then  accused  officials  of  trying  to  fix  the  race  so  a 
Japanese  could  win. 

Mansoor,  who  won  the  Games’  blue  riband  race 
for  a  record  third  straight  time,  hardly  paused  for 
breath  at.  the  end  of  the  race  before  accusing  the 
starter  of  trying  to  disqualify  him  so  fourth-placed 
Japanese  sprinter  Satoru  Inoue  could  win. 

'•They  wanted  me  out  of  tbe  race,  tbe  starter 
wanted  the  Japanese  to  win  it,”  Mansoor  told 
reporteis. 

Vitaly  Savin  of  Kazakhstan  took  silver  in  a  time  of 
1039  while  Chen  Wenzhoog  of  China  ran  1038  for 
bronze. 

The  sprinters  were  called  back  to  the  blocks  an 
unprecedented  five  times,  although  just  one  athlete 
was  disqualified,  Uzbekistan’s  Anvar  Kouchmoura- 
dov,  who  was  next  to  Mansoor’s  lane  eight. 

Mansoor,  himself  warned  for  the  third  false  start, 
struggled  to  control  his  nerves  and  was  slow  off  the 
blocks  when  the  race  finally  exploded  into  action. 


ISRAELI  soccer  has  an  appointment 
with  destiny  this  evening. 

The  National  squad’s  match 
against  Slovakia  at  Ramat  Gan  Na¬ 
tional  Stadium  is  arguably  its  most 
crucial  encounter  since  the  historic 
triumph  just  over  a  year  ago  in 
France. 

Last  month’s  2-1  victory  against 
Poland  broke  tbe  five-year  jinx  which ' 
saw  faraelfeiFto':regfat£r  a  WminfiST 
competition  at  home.  With  that  night¬ 
mare  over  the  Israelis  now  aim  to 
reap  more  success  on  tbe  Ramat  Gan 
turf. 

Following  a  draw  on  foe  weekend 
between  Group  1  giants  France  and 
Romania,  the  Israelis  now  He  in  sec¬ 
ond  position  in  their  European  Na¬ 
tions  Cup  qualifying  group,  one  point 
behind  leaders  Romania. 

The  France-Romania  result  has 
thrown  the  group  wide  open.  If  the 
Boys  in  Blue  can  overcome  their 
tough  Slovakian  opponents,  foe  re¬ 
sulting  three  points  will  propel  the 
Israelis  into  first  place  with  a  maxi¬ 
mum  of  six  points  taken  from  two 
games.  Such  a  lead  would  provide  the 
foundation  Israel  needs  to  qualify  for 
the  finals  in  England  in  1996,  where 
it  would  meet  the  cream  of  Europe. 

While  Israel  coach  Shlomo  Scharf 
cannot  allow  himself  to  look  beyond 
today’s  encounter,  there  fa  no  doubt 
that  the  potential  fruits  of  victory 
should  spur  his  players  on. 

Tbe  Slovakians  present  a  far 
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sterner  test  than  foe  Poles.  The  side 
neutralized  the  lethal  Eric  Cantona 
and  his  French  cohorts  in  their  open¬ 
ing  group  in  Bratislava,  hold¬ 
ing  foe  French  to  a  goal-less  draw 
before  a  17,000  crowd;  Temn.  coach 
^fcZeTVengktfis  of  the 
gree,  having  helped  -mastermind 
Czechoslovakia's  capture  of  the  Eu¬ 
ropean  Nations  Cup  in  1972. 

The  pressure  fa  on  the  Israelis  to 
win,  and  foe  team  will  need  to  show 
plenty  of  passion  and  self-belief  to 
outwit  foe  Slovakians.  Too  often  in 
the  past  tbe  national  side  has  failed  to 
register  the  ri^ht  result  when  expecta¬ 
tions  are  high.  Nevertheless,  the 
squad  has  to  seize  full  points  from  its 
home  fixtures  if  it  fa  to  turn  dreams 
into  reality. 

Scharf  is  looking  to  field  foe  play¬ 
ers  who  engineered  foe  win  against 
Poland.  Tal  Banin  and  Rouen  Harazi 
have  both  overcome  fitness  problems 
and  should  be  in  the  opening  11.  Avi 
Nimni  may  just  squeeze  into  the  start¬ 
ing  line-up  given  his  recent  hot  form. 
The  Slovakians  are  expected  to 
midfield  and  attempt  to  mark 
’s  playmaker  Eyal  Berko witz 
out  of  the  game.  Stefan  Rosnak  of 
Slovan  Bratislava  fa  expected  to  be 
the  viator’s  lone  striker,  with  Real 
Madrid  dangennan  Peter  Dubovsky 


providing  support.  Towards  the  rear 
of  midfield,  St  Etierme  star  and  na¬ 
tional  captain  Lobomir  Moravcik will 
aim  to  stymie  Israel's  creative  unit,  as 
well  as  provide  the  launching  pad  for 
breakaway  attacks. 

After  Rasnen  Harazi’s  superb  per¬ 
formance  against  the  Poles,  Scharf 
will  be  looking  for  more  incisive  fin- 
JshingJrom  the  Betar  Jerusalem  fbr- 
wanf,wh2e  Tottenham  ‘s^tOmleRo- 
scnfoal  needs  to  justify  his  inclusion 
by  converting  any  half-chances  that 
may  come  his  way. 

Israel’s  task  win  be  made  earner  if 
roared  on  by  a  large  crowd.  Tbe  pal¬ 
try  attendance  of  3,000  that  passed 
through  the  turnstiles  to  watch  the 
Poland  game  is  simply  unacceptable 
at  this  level  Unless  mare  fens  are 
drawn  to  this  evening's  match,  foe 
Israel  Football  Association  may  have 
to  reconsider  whether  ft  is  in  the 
sport’s  long-term  interest  to  continue 
to  allow  five  television  coverage  of 
these  matches.

THE  High  Court  of  Justice  yesterday 
postponed  a  decision  on  six  petitions 
against  the  Labor-Shas  coalition 
agreement,  but  indicated  difficulties 
with  both  sides'  positions. 

The  agreement  states  that  any  time 
Shas  believes  the  religious  status  quo 
has  been  violated,  legislation  wfll  be 
passed  to  rectify  the  situation,  it  also 
promises  that  the  Basic  Law:  Human 
Dignity  and  Freedom  will  be  amend¬ 
ed  to  enable  the  passage  of  such 
legislation. 

Justices  Meir  Shamgar,  Aharon 
Barak  and  Misbael  Cheshin  had  par¬ 
ticular  problems  with  paragraph  3  of 
the  agreement,  which  stales:  “If  the 
status  quo  in  religious  affairs  is  vio¬ 
lated,  the  two  sides  promise  to  correct 
the  violation  by  means  of  appropriate 
legislation.” 

Attorney -General  Michael  Ben- 
Yair,  in  his  response  to  the  court,  bad 
said  he  considered  this  clause  to  be 
“inappropriate,  and  not  to  be  acted 
on,”  because  it  made  a  blanket  prom¬ 
ise,  instead  of  reserving  the  govern¬ 
ment’s  right  to  examine  each  pro¬ 
posed  piece  of  legislation  on  its  own 
merits. 

Since  the  attorney-general’s  legal 
opinions  are  binding  on  the  govern¬ 
ment,  the  justices  asked,  how  does 
Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin  recon¬ 
cile  the  agreement  with  Ben-Yair’s 
objection? 

Both  government  attorney  Osnat 
Maude  1  and  Labor  Party  legal  adviser 
Amnon  Lorch  responded  that  they 
did  not  represent  Rabin  in  this  matter. 
Lorch  said  he  only  represented  his 
party;  Mandel  insisted  that  Rabin  was 
a  respondent  to  the  petitions  in  his 
role  as  party  leader  and  not  as  prime 
minister,  and  that  he  was  therefore 
not  the  responsibility  of  the  State 
Attorney's  Office. 

However,  Lorch  eventually  replied 
that  the  Labor  Party  did  not  see  the 
agreement  as  binding,  and  that  in  any 
case,  no  coalition  agreement  is  really 
enforceable. 

Labor's  constitution  requires  cer¬ 
tain  procedures  for  submitting  any 
bill,  he  said,  including  approval  by 
various  party  institutions  and  the  pos- 
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sibflity  of  appeals.  Thus  tile  promise 
in  the  agreement  is  subject  to  a  given 
bill  obtaining  the  necessary  approv¬ 
als;  Rabin  would  not  have  the  right  to 
make  any  other  type  of  promise,  he 
said. 

“The  meaning  of  a  political  agree¬ 
ment  is  that  I  will  live  by  it  as  long  as 
I  can  do  so,  given  my  fundamental 
principles,''  he  said. 

If  it  is  a  government  bill,  it  would 
need  Ben-Yair’s  approval  as  well,  be 
added,  and  any  bill  would  need  to 
pass  the  Knesset  Law  Committee, 
headed  by  a  hostile  Dedi  Zucker 
(Meretz). 

Finally,  the  agreement  is  only  ap¬ 
plicable  if  both  sides  think  the  status 
quo  was  violated  -  not  just  if  Shas 
does,  he  said. 

However,  the  justices  did  not  seem 
to  accept  these  arguments. 

“Are  you  trying  to  say  that  [the 
agreement]  was  formulated  in  terms 
of  an  obligation,  but  it  shouldn’t  be 
taken  seriously?”  asked  Shamgar  in 
amazement. 

“This  seems  like  double-talk,” 
Cheshin  added  “The  language  of 
obligation  is  dear." 

Since  the  agreement  promises  to 
pass  legislation,  not  merely  to  try  to 
do  so,  if  the  party  approves  the  agree¬ 
ment,  it  will  also  be  bound  to  approve 
subsequent  legislation,  Cheshin  add¬ 
ed. 

Under  pressure  from  the  justices, 
Lorch  finally  said  that  if  Ben-Yair’s 
understanding  of  the  clause  was  cor¬ 
rect,  the  Labor  Party  would  not  be 
able  to  accept  the  agreement  Con¬ 
versely,  Mandel  said  Ben-Yair  would 
have  no  problem  with  the  agreement 
if  both  Shas  and  Labor  would  clarify 
that  Lorch 's  interpretation  was 
correct 

However,  the  justices  did  not  give 
the  petitioners  an  easy  time,  either. 
The  Reform  movement’s  Rabbi  Uri 
Regev  -  the  first  to  speak,  and  there¬ 
fore  the  one  to  raise  most  of  the  six 
petitions’  shared  arguments  -  tried  to 
argue  that  the  agreement  destroyed 
the  independence  of  the  judiciary,  by 


promising  to  circumvent  any  rulings 
by  the  High  Court  of  Justice  that  Sims 
does  not  like. 

“If  this  agreement  guides  the  leg¬ 
islature,  there  will  be  no  more  inde¬ 
pendence  for  the  judiciary,”  he  said. 

Furthermore,  he  said,  the  agree¬ 
ment  violates  a  basic  right  of  reli¬ 
gious  freedom  —  the  freedom  from 
religious  coercion  —  which  the  court 
has  consistently  upheld. 

The  justices,  however,  stressed  that 
tire  Knesset  has  the  right  to  pass  any 
legislation  it  pleases. 

Would  it  be  illegal,  they  asked,  if, 
for  instance,  the  Knesset  had  from  the 
start  passed  a  law  giving  primacy  to 
the  consideration  of  religious  sensi¬ 
bilities,  instead  of  passing  the  Basic 
Law:  Human  Dignity  and  Freedom? 
If  not,  why  is  it  illegal  now  for  the 
Knesset  to  amend  the  Basic  Law? 

Would  there  be  anything  wrong 
with  passing  a  law  on  religious  affairs 
prior  to  a  High  Court  ruling  on  the 
subject?  If  not,  (hey  asked,  why 
should  the  same  law  be  illegal  follow¬ 
ing  such  a  ruling? 

“Our  claim  is  that  this  agreement 
constrains  the  judgment  of  the  legis¬ 
lature...  [because]  both  sides  believe 
it  obligates  them,”  Regev  finally 
responded 

“If  a  party  took  this  agreement  as 
its  platform,  would  that  be  illegal?” 
Cheshin  asked.  “If  it’s  legal  for  this 
[party]  and  it's  legal  for  that  [party], 
why  should  it  be  illegal  because  it’s 
an  agreement  between  them?” 

On  the  contrary,  Regev  replied:  If  a 
party  ran  for  the  Knesset  with  the 
Torah  as  its  platform,  this  should  also 
be  illegal,  under  the  law  outlawing 
anti-Israel  parties.  “This  is  a  question 
of  democracy  defending  itself,”  he 
said. 

The  six  petitions  were  filed  by  Tfeo- 
met,  the  Movement  for  Quality  Gov¬ 
ernment  in  Israel,  Amitai  -  Citizens 
for  Good  Government,  Tel  Aviv  At¬ 
torney  Ze'ev  Weiner,  the  Conserva¬ 
tive  and  Reform  movements,  and  a 
women's  organization  going  by  the 
Hebrew  acronym  S1lI.1V. 

The  court  did  not  say  when  it  will 
give  its  ruling  on  the  petitions.

THE  Knesset  Interior  Committee 
yesterday  chipped  away  at  Likud  MK 
Ron  Nahman’s  bill  to  legislate  a  two- 
year  waiting  period  before  retiring 
chie£s-of-staff  may  enter  politics,  re¬ 
ducing  his  waiting  period  to  one  year.
